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LONDON, July 31.—The last night of Mr. 
Daly’s season was abumper. The house 
was packed in every part, and the enthu- 
siasm was widespread and contagious. The 
actors were applauded and even cheered on 
the slightest provocation, and familiar 
scenes won double and triple encores. 
When the last act ended the curtain,rose 
again and again. Miss Rehan and Mr. 
Drew, more and more of the cast, and 
finally the whole company, were called out 
and cheered on the fourth rise of the cur- 
tain. Meanwhile the calls for Mr. Daly had 
become a united chorus, and on the fifth 
curtain Mr. Daly made his appearance, and 
in defiance of his previous records really 
made a speech, doubtless because he would 
not have been permitted to go until he had 
made one. So he said: 

“Tt is always painful to say good-bye to 
one’s friends, but doubly so to friends like 
those from whom we now are parting, who 
have marked their friendship upon our 
memory in deep and lasting notches of hos- 
pitality sad appreciation. I regret that we 
have not been permitted to give greater 
variety to our programme this year, but the 
strong liking which every one has shown 
for the ‘Shrew’ has prevented us giving 
you ‘A Night Off, with ‘Nancy and Com- 
pany.” The next time we come we will try 
and bring largertrunks, with more changes 
of wardrobe, or at least we will bring a 
piece that will not be so successful as to 
run the whole season. Meanwhile, I trust 
you'll not forget us, and that we may go 
away with the hope thatin this, our third 
visit, we have not worn out our welcome.” 

The answer of the audience was a pro- 
longed cheer and the cry: “Don’t stay 
away so long this time!”

No man on the Conservative side is hated 
with anything like the bitterness with 
which Irishmen look upon Chamberlain. 
This is due partly to his political character, 
the member for Birmingham being most 
unscrupulous in political warfare, and part- 
ly to the feeling that Chamberlain, who 
was formerly an extremist of the Radicals, 
has tricked and betrayed them. Thoy 
know, as everybody else knows, that the 


Mr. Foster. He then accused Parnell of 
being the author of the scheme of National 
Councils, which, it appears, was the sub- 
ject of discussion at the second meeting 
spoken of. Parnell instantly denied this, 
saying it was Chamberlain’s own concep- 
tion. amberlain thereupon declared that 
‘the scheme came to him from Parnell, and 
he could prove it by Parnell’s own hand- 
writing. He then made a general, in fact, 
rather too general, denial of Parnell’s 
allegations, and left the matter in the hands 
of the House. 

Parnell’s return was bitter. He said that 
_Chamberlain’s communication to him cov- 
‘ered many other subjects than the local 
government of Ireland, which Chamberlain 
had said was the burden of their confer- 
ences. Whether they did or not, however, 
did not affect the fact that the member 
from Birmingham had repeatedly broken 
his oath as Queen’s Minister, as he, Parnell, 
wonld prove by the gentleman’s own let- 
ters. He was proceeding to say some 
damning things when the Speaker again 
stopped him as out of order. 

Chamberlain in reply said he had always 
told his colleagues what had taken.place 
between him and Parnell. 

Mr. Gladstone then rose and said he could 
indorse the member from Birmingham,-in 
so far as having been informed by him in 
1885 of one consultation with Parnell con- 
cerning a local government measure for 
Jreland. Further than that he could not 
say, and declined without preparation to 
either indorse or deny. Thisclosed the con- 
flict, but it was one which leaves a great 
deal unsaid and unexplained. Mr. Parnell 
has made a serious charge, which, if it be 
well founded, will do Mr. Chamberlain 
much injury. It rests with the latter to 
force the question to some kind of a settle- 
ment. 


AN ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE. 
PARNELL AND MR. CHAMBERLAIN 
THE CENTRAL FIGURES, 

LonpDon, July 31.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-might Mr. Parnell, resuming the debate 
on Mr. R. T. Reid’s proposal to restrict the in- 
quiry into the conduct of his associates to ac- 
cusations for murder and violenee, said that he 
referred yesterday cvening to the proceedings 
of the Cabinet in officein 1882, which had fre- 
quently been divulged by Mr. Chamberlain of 
himself and other Nationals. 

At this point the Chairman interfered to 
state that this line ef observation was notin 
order. 

Mr. Parneli replied thatif this were the case 
he would reserve further statements on the sub- 
ject until he came before the commission, when 

® would be prepared to prove his eharges by 
his own and others’ evidence, and by decuments 
and statements of Mr. Chamberlain himself. 
Parnellite cheers.) The Nationals, continued 
r. Parnell, believing that they had with them 
the people of England, as they had the people 
of Ireland im the outside world, were quite ready 
to meet definite charges before a court era 
commission, but they could not meet the 
innuendeos whieh would be used to raise a 
cloud of suspicion for pone purposes. 
It was not reasonable to ask them to go before 
a commission unless they were told who their 
accusers were and of what they were accused. 
Such fair play might be too mucb to @bestow 
upon Irishmen. ‘hey were told that they 
might extract the oharges from “ Parnvellism 
and Crime.” He declined to use that foul and 
libelous pamphlet. He and his colleagues were 
ready to weet charges definitely formulated. If 
the amendment did not cover such charges 
they were willing to alter it. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he desired to offer a 
. personal explanation. Mr. Parnell had made

foundation stone upon which the Liberal-{ certain vague and shadewy accusations against 


Unionist Party rests is keeping Gladstene 
outof the Premiership, and that, whatever 
may be the feeling of his followers, Cham- 
berlain is fighting home rule from purely 
personal motives. Ever since the dis- 
cussion of the Parnell bill began dor- 
mant dislikes and _ sleeping hatreds 
have been more and more plainly 
manifested in the House. Last night 
and to-day the debate has been char 
acterized by an unrestrained acrimony that 
has passed all bounds. Chamberlain arose 
in some anger last evening after the two 
preceding speakers, Mr. Reid and Sir George 
Trevelyan, had maliciously quoted his own 
words in support of a° motion then before 
the House to restrict the scope of the com- 
mission. He was brilliantly: bitter on Sir. 
George, but failed to answer Mr. Reid’s 
thrusts. He could not deny his own words, 
but he talked generally for some time 
against the motion and sat down. 

Then Mr. Parnell arose at 11:55 o’clock 
and put more sensational language into the 
five minutes that remained than has been 
heard in Parliament for years, Taking 
Chamberlain’s change of frontas a basis, he 
charged him with political cowardice, and 
generally with selfish treachery to his col- 
leagues. He tinished by saying: ‘‘And after 
he became Minister my principal recollec- 
tion of him is that he was always most anx- 
ious to betray to us the.secrets and counsels 
of his colleagues in the Cabinet, and to en- 
deavor, while sitting by the side of those 
colleagues, and while in consultation with 
them, to undermine their counsels and their 
plans in his own favor. If this inquiry be 
extended into these matters, and I see no 
reason why it should not, I shall be able to 
make good my words by documentary evi- 
dence which is not forged.” 

In the sensation which this speech caused, 
it was remarked that Gladstone stared at 
Chamberlain in rapt astonishment, and the 
light in which Parnell’s charge put the ex- 
Premier’s trusted Cabinet Councilor was 
an ugly one to say the least. There were 
cheers, yells of order, loud talk, and gen- 
eral confusion. T. P. O’Connor, as the 
centre of a knot of members, spoke of 
Chamberlain as ‘“ Judas’ Chambertiain. 
The Irish members cheered this expression, 
and when Chamberlain asked what the 
words were, Labouchére called out, ‘‘ Call 
him Judas Chamberlain again!’ The House 
was at this time without a presiding officer, 
as Courtney, the temporary Chairman, had 
left the chair, and the Speaker had not yet 
resumed his seat. When he did so Cham- 
berlain complained of O’Connor’s language, 
and the latter admitted that he should not 
have used such an expression in the House. 

Under such circumstances the House ad- 
journed, and to-day there has been a gen- 
cral curiosity as to how Chamberlain 
would deal with the charges. When the 
House met this afternoon Parnell was the 
first to rise after questions were disposed 


of, and was proceeding to reiterate more 
specifically his charges against Chamber- 
lain, when ho was ruled out of order as 
speaking on a subject not connected with 
the question before the House. Then Cham- 
berlain arose, and with admirable ease and 
good humor proceeded to stigmatize Par- 
nell’s charges as infinitely vague and shal- 
low. Asto the charge of undermining his 
colleagues in the interest of the Par- 
nellites, he said he had had two spe- 
cial communications while in the Cab- 
inet with the member from Cork, and 
he was quite willing to go into the char- 
acter of those communications in detail, 
particularly as they kad been fully report- 
ed by him at the time to Mx, Gladstone and 


him, referring te he knew not what, and had 
threatened to bring the accusations before the 
commission. Well, if the charges were ger- 
mane to the subjects referred to the commission 
he would be happy to give any explanations 
that might be fuvund necessary. e could 
promise the House that there would 
be no shirking on his part. ([Cheers.} 
As far as he could’ understand the 
accusations, it was alleged that during the pe- 
riod trom 1876 to 1880, before he was a Minis- 
ter, he had constantly inoited the Parnellites to 
do what he was afraid todo himself. That was 
not a very serious charge. He was perfoetly 
ready to leave the question of his personal cow- 
ardice in the hands of his friends or even of his 
enemies. [Cheers.] Mr. Parnell further accused 
him of betraying secrets of the Cabinet between 
1880 and 1885. So far as ke recolleeted, the 
onl direct communications he had had 
wit Mr. Parnell during the of 
that period were as follows: The first eom- 
munieation related to Mr. Parnell’s release from 
Kilmainham Jail, and information of what oc- 
curred was duly conveyed te Mr. Giadstone 
and Mr. Forster. The second communication 
4 referred to the formation of the National Coun- 
oils in Ireland. This scheme Mr. Parnell sug- 
gested to him. Mr. Parnoll now denied ever 
having appreved that preposal. 

Mr. Parnell—I don’t deny assenting to the 
proposal to establish a Natienal Council in Dub- 
lin. What I deny is constructing or assenting 
to Mr, Chamberlain’s schemes. [Cries of ‘* Hear, 
hear!” 

Mr. Chamberlain repeated that the scheme 
was brought to him by Mr. Parnell. He had 

roof ef this in Mr. Parnell’s own hand—not 
etters written by his secretary, but letters 
wholly in Mr. Parnell’s own writing. [Cheers.]} 
He replied to Mr. Parnell, accepting the pro- 
posals, and he premised to place them before 
his colleagues and try to obtain their assent to 
them. Everything that passed between himself 
and Mr. Parnell was immediately communicated 
to Mr. Gladstene and Lord Hartingtoa and 
other Ministers. On two other occasions he had 
had direct persenal communication with Mr. 
Parnell. Once wasin the House of Commons, 
about which he remembered nothing. The other 
was on the Sunday after the Phenix Park mur- 
ders. Mr. O’Shea calied upen him, bringing Mr. 
Parnell with him. 

Mr. Parnell said, “ That is not true.” 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that Mr. O’Shea was 
certainly present, but that nothing was said or 
done at that meeting which either he or Mr. 
Parnell had occasion to conceal, or of which 
either could be ashamed. These were all the 
communications, directer indirect, that he ever 
had with Mr. Parnell. He would now, there- 
fore, he said, leave the matter in the hands ef 
the House. [Uheers. } 

Mr. Parneilin reply said that Mr. Chamber- 
lain might be a clever man, but he was net 
clever eneugh to ride off on a transparently 
false issue about the Irish Local Goverament 
bill. {Laughter and eheers.} The cemmunica- 
tions which passed between Mr. Chamberlain, 
himself, Mr. Dillon, and another person not now 
@ member of the House of Commons, related to 
quite other subjects than the Irish Local Gov- 
ernment bill, and covered his release trom Kil- 
mainham Jail, the Arrears bill, the renewal 
of coercion after the Phoomix Park 
muréers, and later, in 1885, the question re- 
garding the non-renewal of the Crimes act. But 
whatever the subject of the communications, it 
did not touch his charge that Mr. Cnamberlain 
had violated his oath as a Oabinet Minister, He 
could produee a letter in Chamberlain's hand 
alluding to thedefeat and withdrawal of the 
Pelice bill for Ireland, in which he gioried in 
Lord Spencer’s discomfiture at the withdrawal 
of the measure. [Cheers.] 

The Chairman remarked that Mr. Parnell 
seemed to have exhausted his reply to Mr. 
Chamberlain’s personal explanation, and that it 
would be inconvenient to proceed with a fuller 
discussion. 

Mr. Parnell desired to say only one thing 
more, Mr. Chamberlain had stated that the in- 
terview after the Phenix Park murders was 
arranged by O’Shea. That was untrue. He had 
never informed O’Shea that he was going to see 
Mr. Chamberlain. O’Shea did not accompany 
him. Justin MoCarthy did; O’Shea came after- 
ward. 

Mr. Chamberlain said be did not intend to im- 
ply that the subject of national councils was the 
enly matter discussed between himself and Mr. 
Paruell. Other matters doubtless were referred 
to. All he wished to say was that he had al- 
ways‘taken care to inferm his colleagues of 
what had passed between him and Mr. Parnell. 
He appealed to Mr. Gladetone to confirm his 
statements. 

Mr. Gladstone said that he did not question 
Mr. Chamberlain’s statement regarding the Kil- 
Mmainbam communieations, but in the present 
state of his recollections he would require to 
know exactly what thc communications were 
before entering into them. Referring to the 
communications with Mr. Parnell in 1885 re- 
garding local government, he said that his 
Memory accordea with Mr. Chamberlain’s. 
{‘‘ Hear, hear !’’} 

In the division on Mr. Reid's amenament the 
House voted 249 against it and 197 for it. 

Mr. Anderson moved an amendment that the 
charges to be investigated by the commission be 
defined in the schedule. Mr. Matthews opposed 
the motion. The amendment was then rejected 
by a vote of 245 against 200. 

Mr. Molloy, member for Kings Ceunty 
propesed au amendment to modify 
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regarding the allegations made, so as to include 
only such of them as the commission might 
think fit to investigate. 

Mr. Matthews ohjected, saying that the 
amendment was useless, since the judges al- 
ready had the power to select such of the 
charges as they deemed worthy of an inquiry. 

Sir William Harcourt charged the Government 
with refusing to accept the amendment because 
Mr. Webster, the Attorney-General, had told 
them that the commission must inquire into 
anything the 7imes wished to have investigated. 
They wanted to allow the /imes to throw its 
dirt without restraint. [Cheers.] The Ministers 
were making themselves a conduit of foul water, 
to be poured upon the Irish National League. 
[**Oh! on!” and cheers.] Therefore he would 
not trust the commission to inquire into what it 
chose to consider fit for investigation. 

Mr. Bannerman-Robertson, Soliciter-General 
for Scotland, indignantly repudiated the slun- 
derous accusation that the Government were 
in cellusion with the Times. 

Sir William Harcourt offered te withdraw his 
statement if Mr. Smith weuld say that Mr. Wal- 
ter of the Times had not been consulted in 
settling the bill. [Parnellite cheers. } 

Mr. Smith replied in an excited manner: ‘I 
thought the charge so vindictive and contempt- 
ible that it was not worthy of adenial. I deny 
it absolutely, and am amazed that any gentie- 
man could have been found in this House who 
would make it.’ (Cheers. 

Sir William Harcourt then said: “ As I under- 
stand Mr. Smith to say that he has not seen Mr. 
Walter I withdraw the statement.” 

Mr. Smith rejoined: “ Idid not say that I have 
not seen Mr. Walter. ([Ironical Parnellite 
cheers.}] I simply deny having consulted him 
in reference to the bill.” 

An uproar eccurred here amid contending 
cheers and cries of “Oh!oh!” Mr. Smith eon- 
tinued speaking, but his voice was inaudible. 
The Chairman appeaied to the members to re- 
member the traditions of the Heuse. Mr. Smith 
then resumed his speech in a slow and emphatio 
manner. “I again deny absolutely that I had 
any negotiations whatever with Mr. Walter re. 
garding the bill. Mr. ‘Walter has called upon 
me as it is his practice as an old friend, but he 
never saw the bill and I never bad any sort of 
plan with him regarding it.” ‘onesie | 

Mr. Gladstone—Are we to understand in plain 
terms that Mr. Smith had no eommunication 
with Mr. Walter on the subject ofthe pill? 
(Cries of “‘ Hear, hear!’’] 

Mr. Smith—I stated distincti!y that the bill 
was settled without communication with Mr. 
Walter. 

Sir William Harcourt said he wished that Mr. 
Smith had been able to say that he had held no 
communication with Mr. Walters on the subject 
of the bill. If so he (Harceurt) would have 
been able to withdraw his statement and apolo- 
gize for having made it. 

Mr. Gosshen—Thexw does the henorable gentle- 
man not withdraw his statement that the bill 
was drawn with the connivance of Mr. Walter 
or in collusion with the Times? 

Sir William Harcourt, in reply, declared that 
he held Mr. Smithin personal respect, but that 
it was extremely improper that the Government 
should eommunicate with perenne bringing an 
accusation and net with the persons accused. 
As he facts stood, the Government now admit- 
ted having done so. [Parnellite cheers. 

Mr. Smith claimed that he had made an ex- 
plicit statement that the bill had been drawra 
without eommunication with the Jimes. Al- 
though Mr. Walter had called upon him, there 
had not been the slightest reference made to 
the bill either orally erin writing. ([Cheers.[ 

Mr. Gladstone, recurring to the amendment, 
held that the House ought to know whether the 
Judges would refuse to consider malicious, ir- 
relevant, and trivial charges. If they had power 
to = the fact was virtually excluded from 
the bill. 

Mr. Goschen? contended that power to refuse 
to inquire into irrelevant topics was inherent in 
the measure. 

Mr. Labouchére said that the Government re- 
fused to accept the amendment because it did 
not dare to alter a word in the bill without the 
permission of Mr. Walter. It was admitted 
that Mr. Walter had visited Mr. Smith on the 
morning of the day en which the latter an- 
nounced the bill. 

Mr. Smith—That is not true. 

Cries of ‘* Withdraw!’ “ Withdraw!” came 
from the Opposition benches, and the Chairman 
said: ‘*Dows the gentleman withdraw the ex- 
pression ?” 

Mr. Smith—TI do. 

Mr. Lavouchére then said that he would not 
dwell upon the incident as he coneeived that 
Mr. Smith had apologized. piometies. 

Upon Mr. Ritchie’s repeating en behalf of Mr. 
Smith that Mr. Walter ealled after the bill had 
been framed, Mr. Labeuchére retorted: ** Doubt- 
less it is eonvenient for the leader of the 
Goverpment to put the honorable gentlemen up 
to make that statement, [Cries of Oh!” 
“Oh!” and cheers.] But let tne leader of the 
Government answer this speciic question. Did 
Mr. Walter visit him on the day he announced 
that a commission would be granted?” 

Mr. Smith—I have stated to the House every- 
thing that Aus happened, 

Mr. Labouchére defied Mr. Smith to answer 
the question. He said thatif Mr. Smith did not 
deny that Mr. Walter called upon him on the 
day referred to every member would know 
what to think. It was a pitiable position for 
the leader of the House. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Healy said he thought that the time had 
arrived ior the distribution among the members 
of copies of “* Parnellism and Crime,” especially 
as Mr. Smith was interested in the sale of the 
pamphlet. (Laughter.] He announced that he 
intended to bring a charge against Mr. Mat- 
thews with reference to the expenditure of

The Chairman ruled that Mr. Healy’s remarks 
regarding Mr. Matthews were irrelevant, and 
Mr. Healy replied that as he (Healy) had not 
read “ Parnellism and Crime” he was unable to 
say whether they were relevant or not. 

Sir William Harcourt read an extract from 
** Parnellism and Crime,” with reference to the 
Gladstone Government’s releasing O’Donovan 
Rossa, and asked whether the Judges would be 
bound to inquire into their allegations of Mr. 
Gladstone’s complicity in crime. [Laughter.] 


Sir Edward Clarke, the Solicitor-General, said 


it was for the Commissioners to act as they saw 
fit. No reasonable man would suppose that 
they would have anything to do with statements 
connecting Mr. Gladstone with Patrick Ford. 
jLaughter ana cheers. 

Mr. Gladstone said he would have been the 
last man to object, if Mr. Clarke had gone a step 
further. He said it was proper that these 
things be imvestigated. ge anges There was 
certainly some mixture of the tragic and ludi- 
crous in being described as a recruit to the 
doctrines and practices of Patriok Ford. Still, 
the charge was made, and he might be told that 
the matter wasirrelevant. Ifs0, then why did 
Mr. Webster read the passage? Accerding to 
Mr. Goscnen the inquiry into this mattor was 
clearly within the purview of the bill. 

Amid constant Parnellite cheers Mr. Glad- 
stone argued with great force that the Parnell- 
ites were entitled to the right which was not de- 
nied to the vilest criminals, of having the 
charges against them clearly specified. Justice 
required that the commission be empowered to 
exclude vague and irrelevant charges. He con- 
cluded by commenting severely on the conduct 
of the Government for refusing uny cences- 
sions to the fair demands of the Oppeasition. 

Mr. Sexton moved that the names of the ac- 
cused persons be given. He denounced the bill 
as the production of base political thugs, 
directed against the representatives of Ireland. 

Mr. Molloy’s amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 250 against it and 207 for it. 

Mr. T. D. Sullivan, in coyperting the amend- 
ment, denied that the National agnue was 
stained with crime. He prernounced a fervia 

enegyric upon Mr. Parnell, who, he said, had 
Been persecuted and erucified for the sins of 
those over whom he had no control. 

Mr. Healy said that by the kindness of a 
friend he had ostained a copy of “ Webster’s 
dictionary,” in which he found himself accused 
of “flignt.”

A BAD PRACTICE CHECKED 


PROTEOIING APPROPRIATION 
BILLS FROM RIDERS. 

SOME NEW LIGHT ON THE PROPOSED 
SENATE TARIFF BILL AND THE OB- 
JECTS OF ITS ADVOCATES. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The weather is 
very depressing at the Capitol, but the House 
had not so far succumbed to its oppressiveness 
to-day as to allow an absurd proposition from 
the Senate to slip throughits fingers. It wasa 
good sign in the dog days that a disposition was 
manifested, rather later in the session it would 
be admitted, to check the tendency td extrava- 
gant appropriations for public buildings. 

When the logroliing combination was at work 

s0me months ago, rushing bill after bill through 

the House, Mr. Bland of Missouri was the only 
member who ventured to offer determined re- 
sistance to the indiscriminate passage of bills 
for buildings the necessity fur which had been 
shown only to.a committee that was disposed to 
be generous rather than economical. A while 
ago the Senate passed a billauthorizing the pur- 
chase at Omaha, Neb., of asite, and the construc- 
tion thereon of a building, the whole to cost not 
more than $1,200,000. The House cut down 
the appropriation to $400,000, to which sum it 


limited the cost of the site, making no provision 
for the building. The bill went te a conference 
committee, which of course yielded to 
the Senate’s demand. But in the House, 
when the conference report came_ up, 
Mr. Crisp of Georgia called a halt in 
effective language. He directed attention 
to the yielding dispositien of the House con- 
ferrees, and he peinted out the recklessness and 
extravayganec that have characterized the treat- 
ment of public building bilis. Mr. Dibble, 
Chairman of the Public Buildings Committee, 
feebly protested, but the conference report was 
rejected by a vote of 81 to 92, the bill going 
again to a conference committee. 

n the Senate Mr.Spooner met with defeatin his 
efforts to add numerous public building amend- 
ments to the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill. 
Before his direct tax refunding amendment was 
ruled out on a point of order he announced that 
he proposed to add to the bill the various meas- 
ures for the erection of public buildings which 
bad been favorably acted upon by the Public 
Building Committee that had not been passed 
by the Senate. The first of these was for 
& seventy-tive-thousand-dollar building at Atchi- 
son, Kan. Mr. Back made the point of order 
against the amendment, that it was new legis- 
lation which was barred out by the rules of the 
Senate after the Kentucky Senator had made 
an earnest speech in opposition te a general 
scramble for publie buildings on the Appropria- 
tion bill and a number of Senators had taken 
part in the discussion. Mr. Beck with- 
drew his point of order so that there 
might be a test vote on the amendment. 
Party lines were uot followed iu the vote, which 
resulted in the defeat of the Atchison amend- 
ment by 21 to 23. Mr. Spooner then proposed 
to putin a provision for $50,000 for a building 
at Opelausas, La. He explained that in this 
ease a bill for the building had passed both 
houses and gone to the President, but 
by inadvertence no appropriation had 
been inserted in the measure. Kis appeal 
fell upon deat ears, for the amendment was re- 
jected by a vote of 6 to 33. Similar efforts with 
similar results were made by other Senators 
during the afternoon. Since the beginning of 
the present session the Senate has passed 
66 public building bills, carrying an aggregate 
appropriation of $9,723,000. 


The latest report about the Senate substitute 
for the House Tariff bill is that it is being held 
back for diokering purposes. It has been ready, 


it is understood among the advocates of re- 
vision by Kepublicans, for some time all the 
talk about “preparation” being mere rubbish 
and idle pretense. Since the Senute Repub- 
licams have become aware of the neces- 
sity for making a more creditable rec- 
ord than that made by the Republicans 
of the House, some of them have beer inspired 
by the hepe that they can offera bill that will 
meet not only with Kepublican papeert but 
also be appreved by the votes of Demoerats 
who are suppesed to have voted for the Mills 
bill with great regret. Several Demoeratio 
members of the Ways and Means Committee 
have learned that theSonate Republicans are cal- 
cYlating upon having the votes of 40 Democrats 
fer a bill framed to please men who have special 
hterests to protect. <A list is said to have been 
prepared of these ‘‘shaky” Democrats, and the 
report is that when this list has been extended 
as far as possible the Republicans will bring 
forward their pill, push it threugh the Sen- 
ate, and trust to Democratic assistance 
to get it through the House. The 
fault with this pretty scheme is 
that it lets no one into the character of the bill, 
and gives no assurance that the Senate bill will 
be one that will not drive off more than 40 Re- 
publican votes in the House, to say nothing 
about the improbability of its capturing 40 
Democrats. lt was a comparatively casy 
task to get a solid Republican  oppo- 
sition to the Mille pill. When it 
comes to forcing a solid Republican 
vote upon an affirmative proposition, it will be 
found that the party that rallies im such strength 
to “put the Democrats in « hole” is not ready 
to ‘assume a position from which there is danger 
of being ignominiously routed. While the Sen- 
ate Finance Conmnittese is engaged in hatching its 
Tariff bill it is noted that there is no Republiean 
censure of * dark lantern’ methods, such as was 
direeted at the Demvcrats of the House 
while they were preparing the Mille 
bill. Even the most trusted friends of a 
high tariff are only permitted to speak of the 
bill of the Senate as one constructed so as to 
protect every American industry. While it is 
announced that it is ‘‘not wise to speak of 
details,” that declaration is taken in a doubie 
sense. It is fair to assume that it would “not 
be wise” to ouome to secure a solid Republic- 
anu vote for a Tariff bili that cuts sugar 50 per 
cent., or that proposes to give Kansas for the 
loss of sugar protection, a quid pro quo in the 
shape of free wire for feneing.

Some of the Democrats of the House who 
have been in New-York reeently and who had 
an opportunity te observe thr drift of politieal 
opinion are beginning totalk asif the gentle- 
men in charge of national politics im that State 
ought to be up and dbing if tbey expect to keep 
Pace with their antagonists during the cam- 
paign. The feeling of confidence in the ability 
of the Democrats to carry the State may, if not 
accompanied with active work and diligent and 
intelligent instruetion, result in an impairment 
of the strength of the Democratic Party. It is 
known here that the Republicans are working 
throughout the State early, but with less neise 
than ever before, while the Democrats are get- 
ting ready to work later on. The Democrats 
know that they have abundance of material 
with which te meet the appeals to prejudice and 
ignorance put forth by their opponents, and the 
meu who are anxious to see this material used 
hope to find the party managers busy before 
August is far advanced. P

CALIFORNIA REPUBLICANS. 


RESOLUTIONS BY THEIR CONVENTION— 
CANDIDATES FOR CONGRESS. 

San Francisco, July 31.—The Califor- 
nia Republican State Convention was called to 
order at 2 o’ciock this afternoon by Gen. Dia 
mound, Ckairman of the State Central Commit- 
tee. He madeabrief speech, emphasizing the 
Btatement that pretection to American indus- 
tries was almost the only issue involved in the 
campaign. G. G. Blanchard of El Dorado County 
was unanimously chosen temporary Chairman, 
In order to suppress impending scontextions 
four temporary Secretaries were elected, a dis- 
position being shown to give all sections-of the 
State equal shares of the honors. 

The Committee on Credentials met dur- 
ing the recess and found that it had 
only one contest to decide—that of San 
Diego County, frem which there were two 
delegations, one appointed by the County 
Committee and the other elected at the primary 
convention. State Senator W. W. Bowers, repre- 
senting the latter delegation, asserted that bim- 
self and his associates ouly were entitled to 
recognition. They represented the suifrages of 
the people, while the other delegation, he said, 
was the result of a star chamber fg nee and 
therefore not legal. George - Monteith, on 
behalf of the committee delegation, of 
which he is a member, replied to the 
charges of Senator Bowen, and presented 
facts and figures to show that the prima- 
ry election for the contesting delegation 
Was in no way representative; that there was 
only one-third of the required number of dele- 
gates to the primary convention; that net one- 
halt ef ti.» polls were opened, and only 270 
votes were cast ofa possible 2,000. The Cre- 
dentials Committee proposed to the two delega- 
tions to admit both and give each delegate a 
half vote. Three of committee delegates olfered 
to withdraw in favor of the contestants, but this 
was not accepted and, the primary delegation 
refusing to accept any compromise, the commit- 
tee put the question to vote. The result was 
that the delegation appointed by the County 
Committee was seated, by a vote of 7 to 2. 

After the recess the Committee on Officers re- 
ported for permanent Chairman G. G. Blanch- 
ard; for permanent Secretaries, Thomas R. 
Knox of this city and J. H. Orr of Plumasa. 
They were eleeted. The Committeeon Platform 
and Resolutions presented a report which was 
unanimously adopted. The platform domandas 
the maintenance of a protective tarill, devounces 
the . free trade tendencies of the Democratic 
Party, appeals for a free ballot in the South, and 
asks for the enactment of an apprenticeship 
law. It includes these twe planks: 

Resolved, That a tinancial policy whereby both 
gold and silver shall ferm a basis of circulation, 
whether the money used by the people be coin or in 
certificates Iedeemable in coin, or both, as con- 
venience may require, is imperatively demanded. 

Resolved, That we commend our Representa- 
tives in Congress for their efforts in be- 
halt of restrictive Chinese legislation, thus 
redeeming the pleiges of the party made tor 
then, and renew our determination to make such 
restriction effective and in every way to prevent 
the competition of Chinese and American labor. 
We thank the Republican National Convention tor 
its emphatic deciaration on the subject, and we 
have iiwplicit taith that the Republican Party of 
the Nation will protect us in all our industries 
against the Chinese. 

After the adoptien-of the platform the conven- 
tion adjeurned until § P. M. 

The Congressional District Conventions then 
met. The First, Second, and Sixth Districts did 
nothing. ‘The Third Distries nominated Mo- 
Kenna for Congress unanimously; L. B. Mizner 
tor Elector, and J. P. Abbott of Contracosta as 
alternate. W. W. Morrow was renominated as 
Representative from the Fourth Congressienal 
District by acclamation. 8S. M. Shortyidge was 
chosen Elector from the Fourth and Christopher 
Bunker alternate. In the Fifth Distriei li. F. 
Fitzpatrick nominated T. G@. Phelps for Con- 
gress. Ira H. Rankin asked that Fenton’s 
name be mentioned, and he hoped that he 
would be sent back. Chairman Shortridge read 
letters from Fenton, in which he emphatically 
declined renomination. T. G. Phelps was then 
unanimously nominated. The Filth nominated 
G. A. Knight as Elector, and J. K. Low of San 
Joséas alternate. Gen. Vandevor will preba- 
bly be renominated trom the Sixth District. 
The contests iu the First and Secoyda Districts 
are sharp, and the result is stili uncertain. 

The convention is unusually harmonious. 
There is evidently a desire among the delegates 
todraw attention frem attacks on Harrison’s 
Chinese record by putting the protection of 
California industries to the front, and making 
the campaign on thatissue in this State. The 
Democrats, however, will not consent to this, 
and the exclusion vf Chinese cheap labor will 
be their battle cry. The resignation of Judge 
MoKinstry from the Supreme Bench has madea 
vacancy, Whish Democrats will probably till by 
placing Superior Judge Sullivan of Sharon-Hill 
divorce sult fame ou their ticket.

DECIDEDLY AGAINST HILL. 


A DEMOCRAT WHO SPEAKS FOR HIMSELF 
AND MANY OTHERS. 

MippietTown, N. Y., July 31.—THE 
TrmEs’s correspondent had an opportunity to- 
day to interview Pref. E. G. Fowler of Port 
Jervis, agricultural editor of the Orange County 
Farmer, coneerning his views of the proposed 
renomination of Gov. D. B. Hill “My duties,” 
he said, “are apart frem the field of polities, 
but, in common with many other devoted friends 
of President Cleveland, I greatly deprecate the 
renomination of Gov. Hil. My objections to 
him principally arise from his veto of the Klec- 


tien Reform bill. The existing provisions 
against bribery at elections have failed to cure 
the evil. The measure proposed weuld work 
the needed reform. The trattic in votes at elec- 
tions would stop, because no sane person would 
give a bribe to a man buse enough to sell his 
vote if the bribe taker was required by law to 
enter a room alone and was there permitted to 
prepare and deposit his ballot in secret. The 
veto power was exercised in this case in the in- 
terest of the corrupt politicians who debauch 
elections by the use of money.” 

‘*Have you knowledge of any opposition by 
Democrats to Goy. Hill’s renomination on other 
grounds?” 

“Yes. There are many Democrats of strong 
religious and temperance proclivities who are 
highly incensed at his action in vetoing the 
Crosby High License bill. If reyominated he 
willlose votes among this class that any other 
good candidate would get.” 

“In your judgment what is the extent of this 
defection among the Democrats of the county?” 

“T can only speak positively of my own tewn. 
There are at least 50—perhbaps 75° or more— 
Democrats ip my town who, like myself, will 
net: vote tor Gov. Hillif renominated. We can- 
not conscientiously support for re-election a 
Gevernor who, for selfish and demagogic pur- 
poses, has interposed his veto to block the 
progress of reform legislation.” 

**Has the Governer gained votes as well as 
lost them by his vetoes?” 

“Undoubtedly he has gained some friends. 
The strikers who make a practice of bleeding 
candidates at elections like him for the veto of 
the Election Reform bill, which would have de- 
prived them of hope of future gains. Of eourse 
the liquor dealers generally favor his renomina- 
tion and re-election out of gratitude for the de- 
feat of the High License bill, and because they 
feel assured that the traffic will be protected 
against any restrictive or unfriendly legislation 
while he occupies the Executive chair.” 





STILL OALLING FUR PORTER. 


REPUBLICAN POT 
INDIANA, 
INDIANAPOLIS, July 31.—The declination 
of Gov. Porter has made the Republican pot 
boil over the Governorship.nomination. The de- 
sire for Porter’s nomination had become well- 
nigh universal, and the party had settled 
down to the belief that there would be little 
of a contest about anything; but now things 
are hot. There is a very strong feeling to 
nominate Gov. Porter anyhow and force the 
race upon him, but that feeling is not 


shared by everybody, a great many Repub- 
licans not liking the idea that there is but one 
man in the whole party who can be an accept 
able candidate. Still, the movement will be 
pushed, and the idea to bring about a forced 
withdrawal of all the other candidates, and by 
this means do away with the Governor’s objec- 
tion to a candidacy. There are plenty 
of men spoken of fer the nomination, 
among them the Hon. John M. Butler of 
this city, the Hon. William Cumback, Gen. Lew 
Wallace, Congressman Steele, Gen. James M. 
Shackélford, Private Ira J. Chase, and Lieut.- 
Gev. Robertson. Gen. Wallace is not a candi- 
date and resolutely declines the use of his name 
in the strongest terms. Col. Steele says he 
would like to be Gevernor, but shall not go 
into the struggle for the nomination, Col. Cum- 
back remains in the same attitude. 

The State Convention meets next Wednesday, 
and in the meantime the voters will be stirred 
up to the deepest depths. It is not improbable 
after all that Gov. Porter may be the nan, but 
the likelihood 1s that the candidate is in the 
list given above. 

Gen, Wallace has finished the manuseript of 
his life of Gen. Harrison, and to-morrow he avd 
his wife leave for New-York to spend six weeks. 
He will read and revise the proof of the work at 
the seashore. The work has been done almost 
entirely by dictation.

REASON IS THEIR GUIDE 


HOW DEMOORATS WILL FIGHT 
THEIR FIGHT. 

THE NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
DETERMINE UPON WHAT LINES TO 
CONDUCT THEIR CAMPAIGN. 

The National Democratic Headquartere 
yesterday presented an animated contrast to 
the Republican Headquarters, which were as 
quiet and still as a deserted village. A happier 
collection of Democratic statesmen have not 
met togetber in a Presidential campaign since 
1856. Everybedy was smiling and confident of 
victory. Even Hiram Atkins, the old Demoorat- 
ic war horse from Vermont, who “hoped 
against hope” fora quarter of a century until 
Mr. Cleveland’s election, does not utterly despair 
of the Green Meuntain State. “Of course we 
will not win that State,” said he, ‘‘ but we are 
making inroads. We shail cast more vetes than 
ever before. Of the new voters who will vote 
for the first timein September—our State elec- 
tion takes place on the first Tuesday in Septem- 
ber—a majority will vote the Democratie ticket. 
This fact betokens the turn of the tide.” 

Of the members of the Executive Committee 
ex-Senator Barnum, the Chairman; Edward B. 
Dickinson, the Assistant Secretary; Senator 
Gorman, Caivin 8. Brice, Chairman of the Cam- 
paign Committee; Senator-elect John 8. Bar- 
bour of Virginia, Hiram Atkins, Herman Oel- 
richs, Miles Ross of New-Jersey, Samuel Pasco 
of Fiorida, Erskine M. Phelps of [ilineis, J. J. 
Richardson of Iowa, and J. W. Dawson of South 
Carolina were present at yesterday’s meeting. 
O. M. Barnes of Michigan was represented by 
Isaac W. Weaton, Chairmun of the Demoeratic 
Central Committee of that State; William L. 
Scott was represented by ex-Congressman Will- 
jam McClellan of Pennsylvania, Charles W.

P. Sheerin ef Indiana, the Sec- 
retary ef the committeee, by Mr. Fleming of 
Indianapolis.

The meeting was called to order in the large 
parlor ef the National Headquarters, at il 
o’clock yesterday forenoon, by Mr. Barnum. 
Alter making» brief speech congratulatory of 
the situation Mr. Barnum asked each member 
to describe the situation in his State, and he de- 
sired particularand detailed descriptions by 
the members who were present from the doubt- 
ful States—lIllinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, and New-Hampshire. Each responded 
in a satisfactory and assuring manner. Mr. 
Atkins, in the absence of Mr. Sulloway, spoke 
for New-Hampshire, with whose politics he has 
an iatimate acquaintance. He reminded his 
fellow-members that New-Hampshire had twice 
gone Democratic under adverse cireumstances 
during the last quarter of a century, and he haa 
reason to believe from trustworthy information 
that a decided change in public sentiment has 
been taking place. The Republican preponder- 
auce had never been very great in New-Hamp- 
shire, and the Democratic Party being now in 
power as te the Federal Government it was 
comparatively easy to overcome it. 

Mr. Weston, as Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee in Michigan, expressed conti- 
dence 1n a union ef the Democracy, the Green- 
packers, and the Labor Party, in whieh case the 
Republicans would admit their defeat, being 
confessedly a minority party. For Illinois, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin Mr. Phelps spoke. 
He said that in those States an active cam paigao 
had already been begun in the shape of the dif- 
fusion of tariff-reform literature. In Illinois, he 
said, Gen. Jehn M. Palmer, the Democratic nom- 
inee for Governor, Was an especially popular 
man, of splendid record, and they meant to 
elect him. All his information about Wisconsin 
and Minnesota was favorable. 

After the reports from the States had been re- 
ceived, the committee resolved itself into a 
Committee of the Whole on the State of the 
Union, and considered the plan of the national 
campaign. The result ofthe deliberations was 
this: Everything seems to be in an assuring 
condition. The Republican Party, in conse- 
quence of the united attitude of the Democracy 
upon tariff reform, as evidenced by the passage 
of the Mills bill by the House, a Bet meer to 
recede from its negative tactics and to take an 
affirmative action. Th y are ey endeavoring 
to agree upon a Dill in the United States Senate, 
which at least will make a pretense of reduciag 
the surplus. The National campaign is there- 
fore in a formative state. Itis impossible to tell 
just what shape the Issues between the parties 
will take. It is expedient for the Democracy to 
wait until the Republican Senators have passed 
their taritf bill, assuming, of course, that they 
will be able to pass any. Therefore, except in 
Maine and Vermont, where the State elections 
take place in September, the National Ceommit- 
tee will not do any hard work at present. They 
will * go slow.” 

It was agreed by all that this campaign would 
be on the partof the Democrats, above all the 
Presidential campaigns which have ever oc- 
curred, a “literary campaign”; that the 
Democracy have everything to gain by appeal- 
ing to the intelligence of the people, by inform- 
ing them thoroughly as to the nature and ef- 
fects of the Mills billand of theevils of high 
pomeeree.

THE GRAPEVINE PEST. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 31.—The new 
grapevine pest recently identified by State Ento- 
mologist Lintner as a beetle, scientifically named 
Anomala lucicola, has made its appearance in 
the southern part of this county, in Unionville 
and vicinity. It is of a brownish coior and 
about the size of a grain of wheat. It eats the 
soft parts of the leaves of the grapevines, leav- 
ing only the ribs and larger veins. The beetles 
aré exceedingly voracious, and sometimes ap- 
pear in swarms, when they will denude the 
tarmer’s or gardener’s grapery ef the leaves in 
anight, and this is followed by the withering 
and rotting of the fruit.

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WON BY THE RAILROADS 


THEIR SUITS AGAINST MIN- 
NESOTA OOMMISSIONERS. 
THE LATTER RESTRAINED FROM FIX- 
ING TERMINAL CHARGES WHICH DO 

NOT LEAVE A PROFIT. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., July 31.—The decision 
of Judge Brewer in the United States Court in 
the cases of several railroad corporations 
against the Railroad Commissioners is in 
favor of the raiiroads. 

Early last Summer ® number of complaints 
were received by the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners from a number of 
shippers and othera complaining of excessive 
switching chargés made by the various rail- 
roads entering Minneapolis. After due consid- 
eration the Commissioners, in July, 1887, issued 
an order to the railroads commanding them 
thereafter not to charge higher than a maxi- 
maim rate of $1 pet car. The established rates 
previous to that time varied frem 25 cents to 


$2 per cer. The traffie managers of the rail- 
reads censuited together and finally concluded 
that they would not obey the order, on the 
grouné that the maximum rule of $1 would not 
allow them suflicient profit to cover the ordinary 
expenses, such as Wear and tear on engines, 
track, and other incidentals. The matter was 
thon carried into the eourts. 

The Chicage, Milwaukee and St. Paul Road 
was tke firat to start in December last. They 
applied to the United States Cireuit Court fer 
apn injunction restraining the Commissioners 
from enforcing the order en the ground that 
the Milwaukee Company was not a Minnesota 
corporation, but one incorporated under the 
laws of Wisconsin. Judge Nelsen denied the 
motion for an injunction and vacated the pro- 
ceedings. All the roadscentring in Minneapolis 
then filed an appeal frem the order on the 
grounds above stated—that a maximum ene- 
foliar tate would be unprofitable and insuf- 
ficient to cover the ordinary expense. The 
cases came up for trial during the past Spring, 
being submitted on briefs. 

The opinion just filed by Judge Brewer is the 
first to be issued, and it is probable that the 
cases of the other reads will be similarly de- 
cided. In his decision Judge Brewer, among 
other things, says: 

“A suit to restrain the Railroad Commissioners 
from putting in force a schedule of rates is nota 
suit against the State within the purview of the 
eleventh amendment. Itis not within the power 
of the States, directly er indirectly, to put in 
force @ sch: dale of rates when the rates pre- 
scribed therein will not pay the cost of 
service. In this casethe defendant took no 
testimony and the complainant’s testimony shows 
that the actual cost of the service—that is, wages of 
the employes, rent of engines, keeping the track in 
repair—exceeds per car by 14 cents the amount al- 
lowed in the schedule as compensation. In other 
words it costs cemplainant $1 14 to do the work 
= = defendants propose to allow it t») charge 
oniy ° 

* Whether the order on®efendants is an interfer- 
ence with inter-State commerce or not is a question 
I need not decide. My brother Nelson, when the 
eg gen for a preliminary injunction was made 
to him, was of the opinion that it was not. Itis 
certainly a very serious question whether, when 
property has been put in a car with the intention of 
shipping it outside of the State it has not already 
commsnced its inter-State journey. However, I do 
not attempt to definitely decide this question, plac- 
ing my decision upon the other grounds mentioned.”

REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE. 

The General Passenger Agents of the 
trunk lines met again yesterday and referred to 
the Executive Committee without instruction 
the question of reducing emigrant fares to Chi- 
eago and other points in order to force the un- 
ruly Ontario and Lackawanna Roads back into 
the association. It was thought that by post- 
poning action the Lackawanna might be in- 
duced to make a proposition to the association 
for its consideration. The Lackawanna people, 
however, say they have none te make; that 
they have always conducted their business hon- 


orably and fairly and are done with making 
propositions. I¢ is the association’s turn to 
make propositions for the consideration of the 
Ontario and Lackawanna Roads. 

The two outside roads were edified by the 
news from Chicago yesteréuy that the Western 
States’ Passenger Association deprecated any 
movement or attempt to reduce fares over their 
lines, and held that tke present fight is one in 
which only the trunk lines are interested and 
that they must fight it out among themselves, 
without dragging the Western lines into the 
difficulty. The Western lines are ajlowed to pay 
commissions to agents for the sale of tickets, 
the regular commission to St. Paul, for instance, 
being $2 50 from Chicago on a fare ef $9. The 
association refused to withdraw this commis- 
sionin faverof the passenger, and as pone of 
the associated trunk iines are permitted, under 
their rules, to accept any commissions what- 
ever, the Ontario and Lackawanna Roads are 
thus empewered by the use of this commission 
to quote arate to Northwestern points at least 
$2 50 leas thau the others can. 

The lines comprised in the Western States’ 
Passenger Association are the Chicage, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, Wisconsin Central, 
Chicago, Burlingtoa and Northern, Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kunsas City, Chicavo and North- 
wesiern, and the Chisage, Rock Island and 
Pacific. The latter two have been fay ered 
more or less by the Trunk Line Association, 
and it is supposed that they take sides with the 
association lines in the present difficulty; but 
even should they be so beid as to epenly de- 
clare their intention of throwing eff their com- 
mission to benetit the associated trunk lines, 60 
days’ notice will have to be given in which to 
withdraw from their own association, during 
which time the two outside trunk lines will be 
enabled to make lewer rates than the ethers. 
The Lackawanna and Ontario people feel fairly 
certain now, also, that the Grand Trunk will 
pro rate with them in the event of a passenger- 
rate war, thus enabling them to meet any cut 
made to Chicago. It is generally admitted on 
roadway that the Lackawanna and Ontario 
have decidedly the best of the fight, having 
nothing to lose and everything to gain. 


SEVEN MILLIONS INVOLVED. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 31.—The Directors 
of the Norfelk and Western Railroad were in ses- 
sion several hours to-day at the company’s office 
in this city eonsidering the proposition to buy 
from the Richmond Terminal Company 6,500 
shares of East Tennessee first preferred stock. 
About a fortnight ago negotiations were com- 
menced between President Inmaw of the Rich- 
moud Terminal Company and President 
Kimball of the Norfolk and Western. The Presi- 
dents of both companies are in faver 
ot the transaction, which they  beileve 
will be beneiicial to all parties to the 
agreement. After explaining matters to 
his Directors last week President Inman ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the deal. Presi- 
dent Kimball to-day made a full explanation to 
the Norfoik and Western Board and pointed out 
the advantave the purchase would be te the 
Norfolk and Western, which weuld thus gain 
control of the Kast Tennessee fera peried of 
about four years. The resvit of to-aay’s meet- 
ing was the appointment of a committee consist- 
jug of President Kimball and Directors Clar- 
ence H. Clark and Richard 8. Brock, who are 
authorized to confer with President Inman's 
committee, 

This deal, involving $7,000,000, is so impor- 
tant that it cannot be censummated quickly. 
E. W. Clarke, one of the Norfolk and Western 
Directors, is in Europe, and it is believed that 
part of his mission is to arrange for sufficient 
money to enable the Norfolk and Weatern to 
tulfill its contract. 

TRYING TO IMPROVE RATES. 

CuicaGo, July 31.—A meeting of the 
Presidents and General Managers of the Western, 
Northwestern, and Southwestorn roads was held 
to-day for the purpose ef harmenizing the inter- 
estes of the various lines and improving the rate 
situation west of Chicage. A strong effort was 
made to induce the Burlington and Northern to 


advance its raies to St. Paul, but that com- 
pany was net prepared to consent 
while the presernt low rates preyail on 
the ** Soo,” the 8t.

This road runs paraliel with and from 15 to 25 
miles north of the Detroit, Grand Haven and 
Milwaukeeinu the western part of the State, and 
its terminus, Muskegon, is about 12 miles 
north of Grand Haven, on the Lake Michigan 
shore.

HEARING DETROII’S COMPLAINT. 

SESSION IN CHICAGO OF THE INTER- 
STATE COMMISSION, 

CurcaGo, July 31.—All the Inter-State 
Commerce Commissioners were at the Palmef 
House this morning to investigate the charges 
made by the Detroit Board of Trade against the 
Grand Trunk and New-York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroads for violating sectiens 1, 2, 
and 3 of the Inter-State Commerce act. The 
complaint alleges arbitrary and unjust diserimi- 


nation upon merchandise between Decroit and 
the seaboard, com; ared with the rate between 
Chicago and the seaboard. The rate collected 
on business from Detroit to the sexboard is 73 
ér cént. of the Chicago or unit rate, but on 
reight carried between Chicago and the sea- 
board the respondénts collect 70 per cent. of 
the unit rate, as they do upen freight originat- 
ing at er destined to »t. Louis, Peoria, and 
other Western points. The complainants ask 
that the same proportionate rate be given on 
shipments from Detroit. The respondents say 
that of the through business from Chicago to 
New-York their propertion is 70 per cent. from 
Deiroit east, and the proportion is allowed 
under tariif arrangements with Western roads, 

They say that the rates from Chicago te New- 

ork are made by the shortest line, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, and they meet the rate on 
their lenger line, and such rates do not discrim- 
inate against Detroit. Nearly all the evidence 
wasin depositiens. Homer H. Peters, a grain 
dealer, testified that at present Detroit was 
cut out of business in Goarse grains by Chicago } 
that Detroit in the old days of specia 
rates sometimes shipped 2,000 oars of coarse 
grains a month, and that while the 78 per cent. 
allowance had ruined thie trade, the 70 per 
cent, would restore it. William H. Brace, a 
wholesale grocer, test fied that the pres-nt rates 
enabled Chicage jobbers to sell goods cheaper 
than coulda Detroit dealers, and othor merchants 
bore out this statement. 

John H. Wendell, another grain merchant, 
believed that the opposition to a reduction 
came from the Vanderbilt interesta and that 
the Grand Trunk was in collusion with the 
Vanderbilt lines. John W. Leud of the Grand 
Trunk: showed that prier to April 5, 1887, 
when the rate from Detroit east was 70 per 
cent. of the Chicago rate, his roud did a 
good business in the shipment of grain 
and that, since the percentage was raised, the 
business had not been so large. John F. Joy of 
Detroit testified that when he became President 
of the Michigan Central he found the rates from 
Toledo to New-York were the same as the rates 
from Detroit to New-York, though Toledo was 
further distant. But they sould not tower the 
rates, fer the Vanderbilt interests in the roads 
south ef Lake Erie were opposed to the reduc- 
tion, and che rates from Tolede would have been 
reduced accordingly. He thought Detrott had 
been unjustly treated for the benefit of the 
Southern roads. 

Mr. Joy thought the commission might ar- 
range the matter. He said: “I tried for 20 
years, and we made 20 agreements pledging our 
sxcred honor, lives, and fortunes to maintain 
rates, and we always vivlated them the next 
day. If the commission can point out a way to 
regulate the matter 1 woula say ‘God bless it!” 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Open rates are now being made by the Wa- 
bash Western, Commercial Express, and nearly all 
other lines via all rail to Kansas City and other 
Southwestern Missouri River points from New- 
York and New-England of $1 16 on first-class, 96 
cents on second, 73 cents on third, 64 cents en 
fourth, 47 cents on fifth. The normal tariff is on 
a basis of $1 37 for first-class, $1 20 being the 


lowest published tariff heretofore, except by dif- 
ferential lines, By rail and lake, via Toledo, the 
published rates now are 75 cents on first-class, 59 
cents on second, 49 cents on third, 43 cents on fourth, 
33 cents of fifth. The normal tariff rail and lake rate 
is on @ basis of 97 cents on tirst-class, the lowest 
published rate heretofore having been on a basis of 
80 cents for first-class, and the lowest known secret 
rate 77 cents. There has been no important change 
in Chicago rates for several weeks.

Com mittee of the Central Traffic Association to-day 
cecided not to make excursion rates from its terri- 
tory to New-York on the occasion of the reception 
to Mr. Blaine on his return to this country. This 
action resulted from the position taken by the 
Niagara Short Line in making an excursion rate 
from Chicago when the Trunk LineManagers decided 
upon special rates to the Blaine reception. The 
Short Line evidently expected that the other Chi- 
cago roads would foliew its example, but to-day 
their representatives decided not te do so,

FOUL PLAY SUSPHOTED. 


& MAN PROBABLY THROWN OFF A 
MOVING TRAIN AMP KILLED. * 

Ariantio Orry, N. J., Joly 31.—At El- 
woed, 20 miles above here, on Monday morning, 
the body of 4 man about 30 years old was found 
on the Camden and Atlantic Railroad track. 
There was an excursion over that road the day 
previous from Medford, and as a return ticket 
to that place was found in the dead man's 
pocket it was supposed that he had fallen off 


the train and met his death. There was one 
other circumstance connected with the finding 
of the body, which loeked suspicious. Two but- 
tons corresponding with those on the dead man’s 
elothea were found elenched in his hand. With 
these clues Coroner Irving began the inquest on 
Monday night and after some preliminary work 
adjouried until to-night when an important 
witness in the person of Daniel L. Nelson of 
Wrightstewn, Burlington County, appeared on 
the scene. He identified the body as that of 
William Liti of Wrightstown, and said the de- 
ceased Was a farm hand in the employ of Frank- 
lin 8. Pierce. 

He further stated that Liti was on the Sunday 
excursion mentioned te Atlantic City and that 
he had been missing since then. @ testified 
that @ man with a blackened eye had made the 
statement upon the arrival at Medford of that 
train that he had had a fight on the train and 
had “fixed” his man by pushing him off the 
platform. This statement was made to the 
station agent there, J. P. Seaman, and several 
others, including Nelson, who says the man was 
laboring under intense excitement at the time. 
From other witnesses it was learned that Alfred 
Cramer, Louis Carrigan, and Stephen Harker, 
all of Wrightstown and vicinity, were compan- 
ions of Liti. 

The evidence secured convinced the Coroner 
that foul play had been used, and he immediate- 
ly telegraphed the order to arrest all the peraons 
implicated, and more ry teed the man who 
made the statement at Wrightstown. It is sup- 
posed that the buttons were pulled off by the 
dead maa from the clothes of his slayer. The 
body will be interred to-morrow at Wrights- 
town. 


PIG IRON ADVANOING. 





AND THE COKE OPERATORS WILL SOON 
ADVANCE THE PRICE OF COKE. 
PirrspurRG, July 31.—Within the past 
two weeks pig iron has advanced 25 cents per 
ton. Gray Ferge, the standard iron, is now 
selling for $14 25 cash and $14 50 four months, 
and there is not a large amount to be had 
at this figure. There is a demand now 
for all the iron which is being pre- 


duced, and brokers say that the furnace 
men are heldiug their fron very firm. It 
is expected that there will be another 25 cents 
advance within the next month, or, cb it 
may reach $15. ‘The mills did not have much 
iron on hand,” said a pig iron broker this after- 
neon * when they closed down on June 1, and 
the stock at the furnaces was also low. Since 
the mills have resumed the demand has been a 
little in exoess of the production. The eoke 
operators will come tezgether one ef these days 
and advanee the price of coke.” The coke trade 
is improving. This week about three-fourths of 
the ovens will be in operation. Sehoon- 
maker & Co, is running its works full time. W. 
C. Magee, the general agent of the company, un- 
mindful ef the fact that ¢cokeis only worth $1 
= ton, is hustling’ for orders just as 
ively a8 when coke was $2 per 
ton. Some of the little fellows who cannot so 
well afford to make coke fer $1 per ton have 
closed down and say that they will remain 
elosed until there is an advance in_ price. 
When this will be done it is not known. 
“The low price of Connellsville coke is 
having some good effects,” remarked 
one of the operators § this aftera oon. 
“We are securing some new trade, some of the 
furnaces in the anthracite region are now taking 
more orders than ever before, and they are so 
well satisfied that they will doubtless continue, 
as the price of coke advances. Shipments are 
also being made to the more remote sections, 
Should this new trade continue with us in tne 
future it will be agreat benelit. The produetion 
of the region 1s now in excess of the demand.” 


A BANK OLERK A DEFAULTER. 


HE IS CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLING 


MONEY FROM THE BANK. 

PHIDADELPHIA, July 31.—William A. 
Smith, discount and note clerk of the Commer- 
clal National Bank, was placed under bail to- 
day by Magistrate Durban to answer the charge 
of embezzling $6,042 from the bank. His pecu- 
lations have been carried on only for a 
short time, and it is due to the strict 


system of examining the aceounts of 
all the clerks that handle money that the 
discrepancy was found ont. On July 2 the regu- 
lar monthly examination of the books took 
place, and as soon as Mr, Smith’s accounts were 
examined a shortage was discovered. A ¢6on- 
sultation ef the Directors was held, and it 
was decided to make a thorough examinatien of 
all Smith’s books. The deeper the examination 
board get inte his books the more enlightened 
they became, and up to the present time 
a shortage eof $6,042 has been discovered. 
A prominent Director of the bank said he was 
greatly surprised when he heard that Mr. Smith 
Was an embezzier, as he considered him one of 
the most trustworthy men in theiremploy. Mr. 
Smith was an old employe, having been 
in the bank for more than 13 years. His 
position as discount and note clerk was one 
that did not require him to handle much money. 
and his ability to cover his misappropriations 
was something unique. It is supposed that 
when a nete was left at the bank when it had 
passed its maturity, or a note had been 
paid, instead of giving the note to 
the payer he would. credit the note 
as paid on his balance sheet and keep the money 
himself. His habits are said to be very quiet as 
far as known to the efficials. His evenings were 
spent with his family, and it is not known what 
he did with the money wrongly acquired. 

As soon as the discrepancy wags known the 
Guarantee Surety Company, who had entered 
bonds forthe faithful performance of his du- 
ties, were notified, and they immediately swore 
out @ warrant for his arrest.

PACIFIC RAILROAD DEBTS 


THROUTHWAIT&E FUNDING BILL 
IN 4HE SENATE. 
RECOMMENDED BY THE SELECT COMMIT- 
LEE AS THE ONLY MEANS OF SECUR- 

ING THE GOVERNMENT. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The report pre- 
sented in the Senate to-day by Senator Frye 
from the select committee on Pacific Railroads 
récommending the passage of the Outhwaite 
Union Pacifico Railroad Funding bill without 
amendment is signed by all seven members ef 
the committes, Afterareview of the familiar 
history of the Paeific railroads, beth in and out 
of Congress, the report says: 

“The committees in the course of their investi- 
gations early became satisfied that the financial 
ability of the different Pacific railroad com- 
panies and their attitude toward the Govern- 
ment were se entirely different that no plan of 
settlement could properly be made applicable 
to all, and in this report they deal only with the 
Union Pacific Railway and the Central Branch 
Union Pacific, who are better able and more 
willing than the other companies to make an 
immediate adjustment of their indebted ness.” 
The report then gives a financial exhibit ef the 
condition of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 


any and the Central Branch Union Pacitio 

otapany, taken from the report of the Govern- 
ment actuary to the Pacitic Railroad Commis- 
sion, and adds: 

“It is clear thatthe prevision made by exist- 
ing law for the extinguishment of the debt is 
patereag A inadequate, and thaton July 1, 1897, 
which is the average date of maturity of the 
subsidy bonds, the United States will holda 
claim against these corporations which it will 
be utterly impossible for them te pay. Such 
debts of railroad companies in the ordinary 
eourse of business are renewed, and may be 
gradually extinguished either es sinking funds 
or a by installments. hey cannot be 
paid by the sale of the company’s property 
withent making it impossible for the company 
to continue in business, and in this case the en- 
tire annual income of the ¢ompany would be 
insufficient to meet the debt at maturity. It 
can be paid only by applyinga pertion of this 
ineome every year for a period extending be- 
yond the maturity of debt.’ 

The Government's security for this debt, the 
report says, censists of a sécond lien on all the 
property, rolling stock, &c., in consideration of 
which the subsidy bonds were issued, but the 
unsubsidized portion of the road is free from 
Government lien under an opinion delivered by 
the United States Supreme Court. The Govern- 
ment’s security therefore does not inelude the 
branch lines nor the valuable terminals at 
Omaha, Ogden, Kansas City, and other places. 
Of the Government’s position toward the roads 
the report saya: 

“The United States therefore is a creditor, 
having a large debt which will not mature for 
nive years, and which is very inadequately se- 
cured. It is clear that the debtor cannet pay 
when the debt becomes due, and that the only 
possible way in which it ean pay is by install- 
ments.” 

After this preliminary statément of the situa- 
tion in wbich the committee finds the Govern- 
ment is placed the report takes up the Ou- 
thwaite bill and says: ‘In the judgment of your 
committee it secures a very satisfaetory settle- 
ment of the debt due from the Union Pacific and 
Central Branch Union Paeitic Companies, and 
the committee have every assurance that both 
eorporations will accept its terms. It fixes the 
amount of money which if put at interest on 
July 1, 1888, at 3 per cent. per annum simple 
interest would equal the entire s:m due from 
the corporations when the debt matures, after 
making proper allowances for the payments 
already made. It takes the sinking fund 
in part payment of this aum, and 
makes the companies give their bonds 
fer the balance, bearing interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent., payable semi-annually, and 
requires them to pay a portion of these bonds 
every six months, so that at the end of 50 years 
the entire debt will be paid. It requires the 
companies to give a contract mortgage upon all 
their property of every kipvg to secure these 
bonds, and makes proper provision for fore- 
elosure, while it permits the companies to take 
up and pay the whole or any part of the bends 
at any time if their finaneial condition makes it 
possible for them todoso. Without fully an- 
alyzing ail its previsions in this report, your 
committee think the bili fully protects the in- 
teresta of the United States. If this settlement 
is adopted the following advantages are se- 
cured: 

First—All controversies between the United 
States and the companies, such as have oc- 
curred under existing laws, are terminated. 

Second—All questions as to the investment of 
the sinking fund are ended, as the United States 
at ence receives this large sum on account of 
the subsidy debt, and is relieved from all trust 
obligations to the company. 

Third—The United States will receive before 
the debt matures, in addition to the sinking 
fund, which at the valuation of Nov. 1, 1887, 
was $7,734,083, not less than $2,647,500, mak- 
ing a total payment of principal before maturity 
of $10,381,583, and will also reeeive interest on 
the entire debt every six months, the total pay- 
ment of interest during the same period 
amounting to $12,255,767. 

Fourth—The United States will receive a very 
large amount of additional security, which ia- 
sures the ultimate payment of the whole debt. 

The value of the additional security, the re- 

ort says, probably lies somewhere between 

370,000,000, the valnation placed upon it by 
the officers of the railroad eompany, and 
$35,000,000, the estimate placed upon the addi- 
tional security by Mr. Anderson of the Pacific 
Railroad Commissioners. ‘ But,” it adds, “your 
committee have not considered it necessary to 
decide which is more nearly correct, as in any 
event the United States will receive everything 
that the cempany has, and whatever the value 
nothing more Gan be held. The United States 
will have a mortgage ona whole system, with 
allits equipment and property, and there will 
be no alternative hereafter for the stockhold- 
ers between the payment of the subsidy debt 
and the loss of their entire property. As to re- 
dress for wrongs done the corporation and the 
United States, the report says the com- 
mittee are satisfiel that the bill as 
reported affords the only possible remedy, 
and that by a decision of the Supreme Court it 
is clear that the United States cannot Institute 
proceedings inits own name to recover what 
the grag | has lost, and that the company 
alone can bring the necessary suits. ‘The 
bill,” if continues, “therefore adepts the only 
possible ceurse when it compels the company, 
as a condition of settlement, to allow the use of 
its name, and directs the Attorney-General to 
bring whatever suits he may think proper to re- 
cever anything that belongs toit. He has con- 
trol of tre suits, and tae Government is te re- 
ceive as a payment on aceovnt whatever may be 
recovered. Im this way alone can the legal ob- 
stacle to proceedings be removed, and while 
your committee do not undertake to say that 
these suits ean be presecuted succersfally, they 
are satisfied that Congress can go no further 
than to direct the commencement of legal pro- 
ceedings as is done in this bill.” 

In conclusion the committee says: “ Believiag 
therefore that the bill secures the payment of 
the debts due from the companies to which it 
relates, and that it makes all the provision pessi- 
ble for the punishment of those who are charged 
with having illegally emriched themselves at 
the expense of those companies, they recom- 
mend its adeption by the Senate.”

WARD STIMSON EXPLAINS HIS 


METHOD OF INSTRUCTION. 
fo the Hattor of the New-York Times: 

By the earnest efforts of many talented 
artists of our last decade the wide experimenta- 
tion and discussion of art and the practical in- 
dustrial successes attained, Americans may be 
said to-day to be fully eonvinced of our ha- 
tional need of art and of its practical applica- 
tion to our industries. In my personal and 
public effort to respend te this great need and to 
create, first, under the auspices of the Metro- 
politan Museum, and now under that of more 
alert and public-spirited citizens, a truly 
American “University for Artist-Artisans,” the 
loyalty and popularity of my clusses, the prum- 
inence of the test, and the equal prominence of 
the public discussion and general sympathy 
have revealed pretty clearly a second and 
equally general eonviction that, as art 1s a 
serious national work, (and not a dil- 
ettanteism,) 1¢ should be conducted by seri- 
ous business and professional men, (and not 
by “‘dilettanti.” There remains one peint more 
upon which the public have aright te ask and 
receive from me a categorical answer. Do your 


ideas and methods meet the approval of eompe- 
tent industrial and professional judges, and, if 
B80, What are thosé methods? To the first [ 
allow my past record, the unanimous voice of 
many hundred mature pupils, and the subjoined 
names of public leaders who have expressed 
their sympathy to speak for themselves. Upon 
the second you willallow mea few words ef tech- 
nisal explanation, which I feel would be wel- 
come to the public and timely, as the question 
must soen be settled,

The principles upen which I have based my 
system are derived from those now widely ac- 
eepted iu Europe and among our foremest edu- 
cators as most in accerd with nature’s self, and 
under guidance ef such minds as Clifford, Dar- 
win, Spencer, Pestalozzi, Froebel, &c., are being 
formulated into the “natural method,” the 
**method of evolution.” 

Recognizing at the basis of existence 4 
“dualism” convertible into terms of “space or 
— “eternity oor time,” ‘static or 

ynamic,” ‘‘centripetal or centrifugal forces,” 
‘conservatism or progress,” “nation or state,” 
“humanity or self,” I strive to unite in my 
pupils “practice and theory,” “matter and 
spirit,” “realism and idealism,” ‘artisan and 
artist,” acquainting them as widely as possible 
with the couservative or ‘‘static” traditions 
and experiences of the past, while stimulating 
the personal “dynamic” ferce of individual 
character and inspiration. On this ground 
again [ weleome in class training the interinfiu- 
ence of opposite temperament and sex. 

My practieal method is tofamiliarize the mind 
of the beginner naturally and gradually, first 
with atomic laws of motion, rectilineal and 
curvilineal, with relations and dimensions; laws 
of perspective and principles of progression, 
circulation, parallelism, symmetry, tangency,ra- 
diation, harmony, &c., as shown us in the static 
strata of rocks, the dynamic and rectilineal 
energies of crystals and minerals, the ourvilineal 
and spiral action in fishes and shells, the organic 
and living beauties in fleral and animal 
life. Ever most concerned with the vital 
point that the pupil sheuld unite 
mental “perception” to merely optical “vis- 
ion,” and his mind and spirit sympathize 
while his eye and hand execute; ever leas 
afraid of trivial errer in execution, which prac- 
tice will overcome,than radical errors in pereep- 
tion and method, he is permitted to test his 
effort (where such test is possible) by mechan- 
ical contrivance, but by preference is encour- 
aged to cultivate an inner and more vital self- 
reliance and_ self-expression. Thus along 
primordial prineiples and in steps by which 
nature, ever the most wonderful and motherly 
teacher, walks and works herself, the scholar’s 
perception and sympathy are cultivated and his 
eye led along by easy evolution from pointe to 
lines, to movements, to spaces, te translucent 
crystal planes, (in which structure is vis- 
ible,) to more and more complex forms 
and leas and less transparent matter, (where 
structure is becoming hidden,) but where from 
very opacity the planes beeome interesting from 
their graded shades, textures, and celers. Now 
pencil, chalk, and charcoal, that have wisely 
steadied our early steps and disciplined our first 
perceptions of the inorganic world, gradually 
give way to _ clay, in which we tangibly 
build up and best assimilate the graceful sug- 
gestions of leat and gourd, conch and fish, till 
flowers with their tender forms and transparent 
tones, suggesting water eolor, and fruit with its 
substantial texture and solid tones, suggest- 
ing ‘‘oils,” eonduet to “still” life, from which 
we are led to the “ antique” and * life” elasses. 
Now, through the wide-flung doorway of the 
*“*organic world,” led by each sib; line leaf and 
bird and bee with their “ Aladdin lamps” of 1n- 
stinct and example, we are invited to test the 
applications of point and line and filmy web and 
graeeful form and infinite color, each adapted to 
appropriate sphere and function, in delicate 
threadwork, gauzy lace, loom-wove textile, 
brilliant jewelry, mosaic, tile, ceramics, stained 
glass, chased and hammered metal, carved wood 
and stone, cabinet desiga and architecture, till 
sculpture and painting, etching and illustratien 
are attained. Thus, mind and hand together led 
into a fullness of practical appreciation and ex- 
perience, the popu is ready not enly to enjoy 
perpetually an produce intelligently, but 
te canvass without servility the produets of 
other days, and enter eempetitively into the 
creative energies of our own. Familiarized 
with the practical processes and marvelous 
products of nature, he has learned that she is 
system, order, harmony, fitness, proportion, 
and evolution; that beauty is Deity; that art 
is poetry; interpretation pot mimiery; prinei- 
ple not recipe. Individuality, character, cour- 
age, sympathy, rather than servility, erudity, 
affectation, pedantry. 

And now one word in closing. - I ask my fellow- 
citizens frankly, Is there throughout our great 
country any sueh national, rational, compre- 
hensive art college founded ; broadly, organic- 
ally, liberally conducted, and allied intimately 
with our industries and national instincts ? 
Bhould there not be one for sixty millions of 

eople? And where should it ba if not in New- 
York! Andis not now the hour?f Local and 
labor questions are fast complicating our som- 
merce, the outcome of ignorance and unskill, 
alike in high places aad low, with problems of 
freer trade, and the inevitable competitions to 
be met, not by artificial protection, but by the 
lasting protection of inner and organic develop- 
ment. 

If there Is any such university I have not 
heard of it. Most of our schools are timid, 
teutative, or imitative. The one chance I had 
te test my policy and principles, however im- 
perfeetiy, sprang instantly from merely a hand- 
ful te 400 devoted and enthusiastic students, 
till hope was crushed out for us all by the 
apathy, parsimony, and incompetency of an 
antiquated administration utterly out of range 
both of the problem or the times. 

Iavpeal from theseto the inteiligent, culti- 
vated, well-to-de citizens of New-York. Every- 
where press and public sentiment have welcomed 
the idea and lent moral support. But are there 
none todo more? A large force of former stu- 
dents have sepevage | enrolled, many of them out 
of their little casting in “most of the living that 
they had.” Are there none “out of their abun- 
danee” to step forward and sustain so true and 
tried a philanthropy, where by the constitution 
there is nothing personal, but ail financial gov- 
ernment is in the hands of the subseribers 
and each subscriber entitled to proportionate 
benefits and powers in the institution. The ex- 
ample and eonpetition of other nations inspire us. 
Even our Western capitals, like alert young 
Hons, are creeping up upon New-York, (as 
Charies Dudley Warner shows,) and will snatch 
from her drowsy brow the laurels of national 
hegemony she fancies so secure. They are gird- 
ing to outrun you in the race for industrial su- 
premaéy, ard will contest your claim to intel- 
lectual and artistic leadership if you sell your 
birthright for a mess of materialism. Eternal 
vigilanee is again the price of liberty, and as the 
deeision of this Republic was long ago taken to 
educate its children for the ever-renewed battle 
of life as the only security to iteelf, it 
looks to you for guidance and help in 
this question of sxill and competitive power. 
On our energy or apathy, our magnanimity or 
meanness, hang untold destinies to miliiens, 
History will hold us responsible, and art, with 
her universal tongue, will speak to our eternal 
honor or disgrace. God send us some heart of 
noble enough proportions fer this great public 
duty—or, better yet, many hearts, that out of 
the womb of the Nation and the sacrifices of a 
spirited peovle may be born this preject too 
good for @ selfish or ignebie era. At least [ 
have the consolation of having spared neither 
strength nor sacritice to de my Bumble part to 
rescue our labor from ignorancs, our henor from 
foreign ignominy, and our artfrom the trifling 
of the arrogant and neglectful.

The early portion of 
the evening session is being devoted to consid- 
eration of the platform, which is largely devoted 
to an arraignment of the two great parties and 
to arguments in favor of the pending constitu- 
tional amendment. 

The fellowing nominations were made to- 
night: For Governor—Thomas R. Carskadon of 
Keyser; Treasurer—G. W. Bodley of Wheeling; 
Auditer—J. D. Bayne of Kanawha; Attor- 
ney-General—John N. Meyers of Mason; 

Corn- 
wall of Ritchie; Judge of Supreme

The remaining candidates 
for Judges for the Supreme Court will be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Committee, the nom- 
inee, Thomas Swinbuarn of Kanawha County, 
refusing to serve.

Is 
was such a day’s sport as those whe go to the 
races for the racing alone could thoroughly en- 
joy. Whether the backers of the favorites or of 
the short horses enjoyed itis a matter of sec- 
ondary and of realiy little consequence. It was 
jolly fun to see the selling-race job upset, and 
equally jolly to see the steeplechase job go 


through. Theoretically, racing such as the big 
crowd at the track saw yesterday ia what peo- 
ple go there for. Practically, of course, it isn’t 
tor anything of the kind, or the big crowd of 
bookmakers wouldn't be there. Neither would 
one-third the number of people. But the horse 
lovers aud the lovers of racing Jike thatsort of 
sport, with the sharp riding at the end, and with 
the victory in doubt up tothe last half dozen 
strides of the leading contestants. It makes the 
blood tingle and does one good In every way to 
gee the gallant struggles of the magnificent 
brutes. So every one at the track yesterday 
left there satistied that they had had a good 
day's sport. 

Yhe public were pretty well at sea ii regard 
as to who should win the opening dash ata 
ile and a sixteenth, and the result was there- 
fore a good sharp betting race. Btill the 
favorite was Telie Dee, prineipally because 
Jennings had scratched Swift, deeming the 
former good enough to win witb, Once more 
Andrew Thowpson, who trains for Mr. J. D. 
Morrissey, believed that Kaleolah wa; geod 
enough to win, and he and his friends backed 
her well. The rest of the contestants were 
also well backed ror the place, and toa slight 
extent to win, a considerable amount going on 
Joe Lee at the last minute until he was backed 
down from 20 to 8 at the post. Tho race 
was atirst-rate one. Telie Doe, Fitzrey, and 
Joe Lee got off well together when the flag fell, 
and running heads apart led the party in the 
first run by the judges’ stand. On making the 
firat turn little Anderson gave Telie Doe her 
head u trifie and she opened up a gapof a length 
in moving through the beck stretch. Just be- 
hind her Joe Lee, Fitzroy, and Kaloolah were 
running head and head, Mr. Withers’s colt be- 
ing under a pull that seemed to choke him, for 
he plainly wanted to run out and make a race 
with tne leader. This was the order until the 
lot got into the home stretch. There all, closed 
up, and as pretty and exciting a finish as 
has been seen at Monmouth this season re- 
sulted. The horses all came up abreast and it 
was anybody’s race antil Littlefield began 
whipping Fitzroy, when lt was evident that he 
was outofit. There was a red-hot finish be- 
tween the lot, however, and George Taylor’s 
very clever bit of riding tinally landed Kaloolah 
a winner bya half length from Cambyses, the 
gray only beating Telie Doe a head for the 
place. Then followed Valiant, Fitzroy, Choc- 
taw, and Juve Lee as named. 

Mrs. Lanetry went over to the starting post 
with the evér-attendant Fred Gebhard to see the 
start of the 12 2-year-olds in the Seabright 
fiiakes. But before going she sent word up to 
the reporters’ stand so that so good an opportu- 
nity for a little notoriety, cheap though it was, 
might not be lost. They were an unruly lot of 
youngsters that she saw, for at the first break 
Clarissa and Huntoon ran out for a quarter of a 
mile before they could be stopped. A second 
break followed, and again Huntoon broke away 
and ran, this time for nearly a half mile. When 
the horses got away, however, it was 
to a good start, Miss Cody, Utility, 
Little Juke, the Cyclone colt, and Ran- 
sera in the leading let and Lady Gay 
and the Lucette gelding absolutely last. The 
leading lot had the race throughout between 
them, and a pretty finish they made of it, the 
Cyvlous colt, Miss Cody, and Ransom finishing 
Oaly necks apart, in the order named. It was a 
vistory for the favorite in the betting, though a 
curmparatively short one got the place honors, 
KRisnsom, who ran third, being the second choice 
inthe betting. Harrisburg, Winficid, and Miss 
Cady were the only others who were at all heavi- 
ly backed, most any price that apy one wanted 
having been laid against the rest. Had Huntoon 
behaved himself he might have upset the cal- 
evlations of the wise ones, fer he showed a great 
burst ef speed in his two breakaways. 

The Newark Stakes for 3-year-olds furnished 
another rattling good race, though it did prove 
ah upset to the talent, who felt certain that the 
little rat-like-looking Badge would certainly 
Win. He wae made a het favorite and se hot a 
one that the rest of the starters were practical- 
ly overlooked in the betting, though Cascade 
was heavily backed fora place. No one but 

Mr. Belmont and his immediate admirers 
thought much of George Oyster, who has never 
shown himself to be of any particular conse- 
quence this year, except as an in-and-out runner 
in yory slow races. Cascade and Snowdrop cut 
up very badly at the post and so delayed the start 
Yor some time, but when the horses finally 
got under way it was in a bunch,in which 
Oyster, Badge, and Kaleidoscope were the lead- 
ers and Defaulter and Snowdrop the last two. 
The lot were well togetherall around the circuit 
and until the stretch was reached, Badge and 
Oyster running head and head a length in front 
ef Defauiter and Now or Never, who were also 
on even terms. Entering the stret h, Defaulter 
closed on the leaders, and Snowdrop created 
something of a sensation by bolting from the 
turn clean over to the fence, as if she propesed 
to leap it. Eilke, who rode her, managed to 
save himself a tumble, but that was al). Inthe 
meantime George Taylor had given Defaulter a 
taste of whip and spur, to which the chestnut 
responded gamely, and, coming on strongly, 
won the race after a splendid finish by a length 
trom the Western Badge, who defeated George 
Oyster the same distance, Cascade, Now or 
Never, and Kaleidoscope were well up, and 
Snowdrop beaten off because of her swerve at 
the head of the home stretch. 

Firenzi was installed a red-hot favorite for the 
race ata mile and three-sixteenths, yet so goud 
betting as 7 to 10 could be had against her until 
just as the horses went to the post, when the 
odds were knocked down a point. On the 
strength of Connemara’s rage last week she was 
installed seeond favorite, and almost any odds 
one wanted could be bad against any of the 
rest. The “talent” was right this time, tor 
Firenzi won the race quite handily, though he 
won only by alength. The race was run just 
tosuit the mare, for Rupert and Connemara 
made the pacein front for three-quarters of a 
mile, Then Mr, Galway’s gelding retired asa 
factorin the race, and The Bourbon took his 
place, heading Connemara in therun around the 
turn. All this time Garrison had lain back in a 
good position with the California mare and did 
not begin riding her until they were well in the 
turn. Then judging his pace with consummate 
skill, Garrison sent Firenzi on just rapidly 
enough te win by a length from Connemara, whe 
was the same distance in front of The Bourbon, 
with Ten Booker and Rupert bringing up the 
rear. 

The race for maiden 2-year-olds resulted in a 
victory for Mr. Withers’s Sensation-Chamois 
lilly, which he immediately christened 
**Chemise.” The names of the rest of the arti- 
cles in a woman’s wardrope will be applied to 
other fillies he owns as seon astuey win. He 
did not name the Tom Ochiltree-Cyclone colt, 
but will probably call him ** Eelian Harp” or

set the well-laid plans of the Gideon 
party, and so won his second winning 
mount of the year, his first having been on 
another 50 to 1 shot, Ban Cloche, at Breoklyn 
this spring. If the mcLaughlin party backed 
their mountit mugs have beena big coup for 
them. At allevents the Gideon party,to use track

THE SOAP COMBINATION. 


WHAT THE MAKERS DESIRE FROM THE 
PROPOSED ASSOCIATION. 

BuFFALO, July 31.—At last a Buffalo soap 
manufacturer has been found who is quoted as 
saying that the soap mauufacturers are trying 
to form a combination for something more than 
protection against tariff reduetion, Edwin A. 
Bell, Secretary and Treasurer of the R. W, Bell 
Manufacturing Company, says a movement has 
been on foot nearly a month among the larger 
soap factories in the ceuntry, which, had its 
origin at the East, for the fermation, not of a 
soap trust as trusts are generally understoed, 


but fora combination among soap marufact- 
urers to remedy many of the evils of the trade, 
to look alter the freight rates, and to establish a 
regular price on standard goods as well 
as a acaje of prices on cheaper goods, ac- 
cording to their quality and the amount of fatty 
watter and resin contained in them. 

Among what be calls the evils 1t is proposed 
to remedy is the unlimited number of brands of 
soap which each manufacturer puts on the 
market. [tis proposed to limit them to a cer- 
tain quantity, say about 1y for each firm; sec- 
ond, adulteration in soap is te be done away 
with entirely, and as each brand is tu be rated 
and priced according to its quality a merchant 
can, by the price, quickly judge how the goods 
oftered him rank, and what their quality is; 
third, all soaps to be cut full weight aceording 
to the weight they aro yépresented to be. 

“Ifa combination be effected, how would you 
hold the members together ¢” 

‘“*Well, the idea is that each manufacturer de- 
posit with the Treasurer of the combination a 
certain sum of meney proportionate to his 
business, which would be held for the purpose’ 
of compelling good faith. It any article of the 
agreement were broken a fine would be levied, 
which would be taken out of this money and 41- 
vided among the other factories aecording to 
the amount of their business,’’ 

But Mr. Bell is quotea as not knowing whether 
there is any prospeet of effecting such a eombi- 
nation or not. 





SWEPT BY INCENDIARY FIRES. 
SANTIAGO DE CuBa, July 22.—The steam- 
ship Villaverde has brought full tidings of the 
great incendiary fires that swept Port au Prince, 
the capital of Hayti,on the 4th and 7th inst. 
As reported previously, the tire commenced in 
the Chambre des Deputies on the afternoon of 


July 4, the balconies and outside passages up 
stairs having been set on fire. From that point 
it burned down to Rue de Arsenal, sweeping 
away the equivaient of three squares of blocks 
of buildings. This fire destroyed a part of the 
city used largely for private residences, Among 
them were many valuable and imposing build- 
ings. The first news received here reported the 
loss by the first fire at $3,000,000. It is now 
known that the fires of both dates destroyed 
some 850 buildings and that the loss amounts 
to $2,000,000, The fire of July 7 was in an- 
other section of the arsenal district. It broke 
out during the afternoon in four different 
lecalities, practically at the same instant. 

It seems to be more than a coincidence that 
the burned district should be the section ececu- 
pied by the adherents of Gen. Manigat and Sen- 
ator Legitime, who started the insurrectionary 
movement of May 17-20, and whe have singe 
been expelled. They were too dangerous for 
President Salomon to shoot, and he sent them 
off, but it is said that their petty adherents 
were crowded into the prison. It is believed 
that Salomon’s own party fired that section to 

lease him. This seems to be borne out by the 
act that the Consuls who asked for foreign 
men-of-war were officially snubbed for their in- 
terference and their vessels were sent off. They 
knew what was ahead, and their action in May 
prevented bloodshed.

The. select committee of the Senate on

The reasons given by the 
committee for this recommendation are 
conclusive and leave no doubt that 
it is for the interest of the Government 
to adopt this plan of settlement. It would 
secure ultimately all that is due, and it is 
certain that 1t will not and can not be paid 
without some plan of refunding. It would 
put an end to all existing controversies, 
free-the-companies from: what has proved 
@ serious embarrassment, and. largely in- 
crease the security of the United States, 
which is now so inadequate as to be prac- 
tically’ worthless. The mere financial in- 
terest of the Government demands the 
passage of this bill at the present session. 


Thelate tidings from New-Westminster, 
in British Columbia, indicate that the 
rumors: of an Indian uprising on Skeena 
River have been exaggerated, and that 
there is no likelihood of an attack upon 
white.settlers.

THE NEW AQUEDUCT COMMISSION. 

Mayor. Hewitt has justified the expecta- 
tion of the taxpayers and of all good citi- 
zens in his selection of the four men who, 
with himself, Controller Myers, and Gen. 
NEWTON, are to constitute the new Aque- 
dact Commission. It cannot be said that 
he disappointed the politicians of either 
party, for they ‘had learned better than to 
expect anything at his hands. It was a 
remarkable tribute to his independence and 
to his integrity of purpose as well that no 
politician ventured near him during the 
ten days allowed for deciding upon these 
appointments, either to ask fora place on 
the commission or to recommend any one to 
his.-favor. The selections were absolutely 
uninfinenced save by the Mayor’s avowed 
desire-to secure the services of the men best 
fitted for the duties to be performed and 
best calculated to induce public confidence 
in the Aqueduct Commission. It is fortu- 
nate for the city that these appointments 
fell to a man who was thus capable of rising 
above all considerations except those of the 
good of the public. 

The-Mayor’s choice was restricted by the 
requirement of the law that two members 
of the new commission should be taken 
from each.of the great political parties, but 
to a man who had no political end to serve 
and no care to please the politicians of 
either party this was hardly a restriction. 
His own avowed purpose was to place upon 
the commission one civil engineer, one 
practical builder, one lawyer, and one man 
who could fairly be regarded as a repre- 
sentative of the general interests of the 
taxpayers, property owners, and people at 
large. Gen. DUANE is the civil engineer, 
and his competency and experience, as well 
as his personal character, are beyond all 
possible question. His superior for the 
position could not have been found. The 
builder is Mr. J. J. TuckKER, who holds a 
position in his profession second to that of 
no man in the city. The lawyer is Mr. 
Francis M. Scott, who for years has been 
one of the ablest assistants of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and the one who has had 
most occasion to:familiarize himself with 
the legislation affecting the public works of 
the city. The other Commissioner is Mr. 
WALTER Hower, who has served three 
terms in the Legislature, and who is one of 
the most public-spirited of citizens, familiar 
with the interests of the city, and devoted 
to all efforts at reform in politics and the 
public service. 

The party standing of Mr. Scotr and Mr. 
Howe is well known. The former is a 
Democrat, but one of those who have con- 
stantly striven:for the purification and ele- 
vation of politics and party management. 
Mr. Hower is a Republican, but, while 
always.adhering faithfully to his party, he 
has worked steadily for the promotion of 
better methods and purer purposes. He 
may be called an independent and a re- 
former within the lines of his party. Gen. 
DUANE is a Democrat and Mr. TUCKER is a 
Republican, but neither is a politician or 
the servant of politicians. There is no 
question of the entire fitness of any one of 
of these men, and disinterested citizens of 
all parties will heartily applaud Mayor 
HeEwit?r’s selections. The new commission 
is one in which the public will have abso- 
lute confidence, and from this time on it 
will feel assured that the aqueduct work 
will be done honestly and well. All defects 
are sure to be revealed and to be remedied, 
and contractors will be held strictly to 
their obligations, while no just right or 
claim will be disregarded.

We do not quite see the propriety or the

A QUEER REPORT ABOUT TRUSTS. 
The House Committee that has been con- 
ducting in a languid way an inquiry con- 
cerning Trusts and other similar combina- 
tions now submits a report and asks for 
more time. The House is told in this re- 
port that the Trusts concerning which 
testimony has been taken “have been in- 
tentionally formed so as to avoid if possible 
the charge that the Trust as such or the 
Trustees in that capacity either fixed the 
price or regulated the production of any 
article of merchandise or commerce.” The 
bills referred to the committee have been 
directed, the committee says, ‘against 
combinations to fix the price or regulate 
the production of articles of merchandise or 
commerce.” The committee quotes the sub- 
stance of the testimony of the managers of 
Trusts, to the effect that they do not fix 
prices or regulate production, and that the 
several corporations absorbed “are not in 
combination with each other.” 

Those who read this report will look in 
vain in it for any expression of disapproval 
of Trust schemes or Trust methods. In the 
main, itis such a statement as counsel for 
a Trust would make for the purpose of 
showing that his Trust was a harmless and 
commendable organization that had neither 
killed competition nor fixed prices. There 
is not a word concerning the manner in 
which such rings as the Sugar Trust have 
raised prices—not a word as to the actual 
effect of Trust methods upon prices and pro- 
duction; but the committee summarizes the 
arguments presented by the Trusts them- 
selves in defense of their schemes, and 
directs attention to ‘‘the care with which 
the Trustees avoid making any agreement 
relating to commodities.” Part of the re- 
port is as follows: 

‘The agreements provide that the various eor- 
porations whose stock is surrendered to the 
Trustees shall preserve their identity and carry 
on their business, In the Sugar Trust agree- 
mept the provision is that the several corpora- 
tions shall maintain their separate organiza- 
tions and each shall carrgon and conduct its 
own business. In the Standard Oil Trust agree- 
mentitis provided that all property, real and 
personal, assets and business, shall be trans- 
ferred te and vested in the said several compa- 
nies. The duties of the Trustees are restricted 
to the receipt of the dividends aeclared by the 
various corporations and the distribution of the 
aggregate of them to the holders of the Trust’s 
certificates, pro rata, and to hojding and voting 
upon the stock of the corporations. The 
Trustees in both cases, upon the stand as wit- 
nesses, specifically denied that the Trustees, as 
such, ever do any other business than to receive 
and distribute these dividends and exercise the 
only other function given to them by the Trust

agreement, that is, to hold the stock of the vari- | 


coy ave ot 


ous corporations and exercise the rights of 
stockholders in such corporations.” 


The Trustees would have the people be- 
lieve that each corporation is intact and in- 
dependent; that it conducts its own busi- 
ness, and that the Trustees themselves 
have nothing to do but to keep the stock 
in a safe, receive the money earned by the 
corporations, and distribute thesame among 
the holders of Trust certificates that have 
been issued in place of the stock. Yes, 
they have one other function, and a very 
important one—they vote upon the stock of 
the corporations which they hold. They 
**exercise the rights of stockholders.” 

If all of the capital stock of each of fif- 
teen sugar refining corporations has been 
surrendered to a board of eleven Trustees, 
and if that board is empowered and direct- 
‘ed to vote upon this stock, “exercising the 
rights of stockholders,” has no combination 
been formed? Is each corporation intact 
and independent? Does each corporation 
carry on its own business? Having and 
voting upon all the stock, the Board of 
Trustees controls the several corporations 
and their business, their purchases and 
their sales, their production and their 
prices, as absolutely as it would if 
it were one corporation, owning and 
openly operating every sugar factory in 
the ring. Voting upon all the stock, the 
board elects all of the officers and Directors 
of each corporation, and every act of 
the several corporations is directed and gov- 
erned from the board’s office. A monopoly 
combination has been made, and the cor- 


porations have ceased to exist separately 


and independently. The ring maintains 
them in form only, so that the people, who 
are opposed to monopolies, may be deceived. 
Why, the Standard Oil Trust’s agreement, 
by which, the committee says, ‘‘ the duties 
of the Trustees are restricted to the receipt 
of dividends, the distribution of them, and 
to holding and voting upon the stock,” con- 
tains the following provisions: 

“Sec. IIL, PARAGRAPH 15.—It shalt be the 
duty of said Trustees to exercise general super- 
vision over the affairs of said several Standard 
Oil companies. It shall be their duty as stock- 
holders of said companies to elect as Directors 
ana officers thereof faithful and competent men. 
They may elect themselves to seoh -positions 
when they see fit te do so, and shall endeavor to 
fave the affairs of said companies managed and 
directed in the manner they may deem most 
conducive to the best interests of the holders of 
said Trust certificates.” , 


But the committee sets forth without 
adverse comment the Trust’s assertion, 
which we have quoted, and its further 
assertion that the ‘‘corporations remain 
intact and distinct, and are not in 
combination with each other.” The 
committee knows very well that the 
methods which the Trustees explain and 
defend in its report are used to make a 
monopoly, to kill competition, to raise and 
maintain prices, and to regulate production. 
It knows very well that by exercising their 
power to vote on all the stock the Trustees 
absolutely control the business of all the 
corporations in thering. Everybody knows 
that. Why did not the committee permit 
the House to see that it had this knowl- 
edge? Why did it prefer to present what 
is practically the defense of the Trusts 
without any statement of the other side of 
the case, the people’s side, which it might 
have obtained from the testimony ? 








BRITISH FAIR PLAY. 

In the passionate peroration of his speech 
on the disestablishment of the Irish Church, 
delivered now twenty years ago, Mr. GLAD- 
STONE appealed to the House of Commons 
to ‘‘wipe away all those stains which the 
civilized world has for ages seen, or seemed 
to see, on the shield of England.” For him- 
self, and for those who have followed him, 
the speaker has succeeded since these words 
were spoken in averting any share of this 
reproach. But the proceedings in the House 
on the bill to investigate the charges against 
PARNELL show that, when an Irish ques- 
tion is involved, justice is as much as ever 
ignored by Englishmen, and that ‘ English 
fair play,” when applied te this question, is 
an impudently false pretense. The Gov- 
ernment undertook to bring in a bill and 
pass it te a second reading, leaving blank 
spaces for the names of the investigators. 

If the Gladstonians and the Parnellites had 
resisted the introduction of this measure 
the Government would have declared, with 
some show of reason, that they were trying 
to shirk an investigation, and would have 
imputed their evasion to the consciousness 
of guilt. The Opposition did indeed de- 
mand that the names of the Judges should 
be put in the bill, but without avail. When 
the names were finally given it appeared 
that one of them was the name of a Judge 
who had distinguished himself by exhibit- 
ing prejudice and partisanship in Irish 
cases. The letter that Mr. MORLEY read in 
the House on Monday should have secured 
the withdrawal of the obnoxious Judge. 
The objection made to him by Mr. GLap- 
STONE, by Mr. LABOUCHERE, and by Mr. 
PARNELL himself was in the nature of a 
“challenge to the favor” supported by evi- 
dence. If the Ministers had meant to secure 
an impartial investigation, they would 
have withdrawn Justice Day’s name at 
once. But the proof that he was on their 
side made them all the more anxious to 
secure him. Instead of three Judges, it ap- 
peared that the commission was to be com- 
posed of two Judges and che partisan who 
was already convinced that PARNELL was 
bad enough for anything, and who would 
require very slight evidence to convict him 
of anything of which he might be accused. 
If they could convince one of the other two, 
supposing them to have had no assurance 
that one of them was already convinced, 
they could win their case. Accordingly 
they resisted both the attempt to secure the 
retirement of the obnoxious member of the 
commission and the attempt to increase the 
commission so as ‘“‘to neutralize the influ- 
ence of Justice Day,” as Mr. LABOUCHERE 
put it. 

, It is at this point that the illustration of 
British fair play occurs. The conduct of 
the politicians composing the Government 
is very unscrupulous, but it is not surpris- 
ing, as politicians go, though it is rather 
irritating to have Englishmen talking 
about these very sharp practitioners as if 
“English statesmen” were exempt from 
the tricks of the politicians of other coun- 
tries, But the House of Commons is sup- 


posed to be composed of men of some inde- 
pendence, whose sense of justice and 
decency is not to be overcome by the ex- 
_igencies of the Government. It would not 
be fair to say that the appeal of the 
Opposition to these qualities met with no 
response. The normal. Conservative and 
Unionist majority in a House as full 
as that of Monday would be about 
100. The majority against increasing 
the size of the commission so as to 
render the objectionable member of less 
account was only 43, The.majority against 
striking out the name of Justice Day was 
89. That is to say, when the Irish question 
is involved the number of members of the 
House of Commons who-can be induced to 
break with their party simply because 
justice and honesty require them to do so 
is something less than one-tenth of the 
whole number. This is a considerably larger 
proportion of righteousness than could be 
found in the cities of the plain, but it is not 
recorded that the inhabitants of those cities 
disgusted their neighbors by bragging about 
‘the “fair play” of Sodom and Gomorrah. 

Mr. BALFour, as usual, distinguished his 
part inthe debate by cynical impudence, 
declaring that ‘* Justice Day was a man of 
honor, and showed in accepting the post 
that he was not rendered incapable by any 
previous action or statement of approaching 
the questions with which the commission 
had to do.” That is to say, a prejudiced 
partisan is always aware of his prejudice 
and ofthe extent to which it disqualifies 
him for exercising judicial functions. Mr. 
PARNELL’S declaration that “the world 
would know to-morrow that the Govern- 
ment’s idea of fairness was that the Nation- 
alists should be tried by a jury of three 
English political opponents” was entirely 
justified. The conclusions of a tribunal so 
made up will carry no more weight than a 
vote of the House of Commons itself, in 
which about 10 per cent. of the members 
can be induced to subordinate partisanship 
to justice. It is to be hoped that we may 
hear something less hereafter of “British 
fair play.” 











THE INDIANA ‘“ WHITE CAPS.” 

It is somewhat more than a year now 
since the organization known asthe “White 
Caps” made its appearance in Indiana, and 
the name has become notorious throughout 
the country on account-of numberless out- 
rageous assaults upon men and women for 
which its:members are responsible. The 
White Caps are a sort of vigilance com- 
mittee similar to that of California in the 
early days of gold excitement, with the ex- 
ception that the old vigilance committee 
always hanged or shot its victim to death, 
while this Indiana band of ruffians contents 
itself with mangling and disfiguring the 
persons of those upon whom it sets the seal 
of its condemnation. The White’ Caps 
single out men who fail to support their 
families, women who neglect their children, 
and disrepatable persons of both sexes, and, 
binding them so that they are powerless to 
resist, scourge them until they are well- 
nigh dead from weakness and loss of blood. 
This brutal punishment js inflicted under 
the pretense of enforcing law and securing 
the peace and purity of society, and appar- 
ently the authorities of the State have not 
yet become aroused tothe factthat these 
self-appointed guardians of morality are 
themselves the most bold and impudent of 
the violators of the laws which they as- 
sume to vindicate, 

Some of the stories of the brutal beatings 
administered by the White Caps to both 
men and women are of a nature to 
arouse the indignation of all decent 
citizens, and, however guilty the vic- 
tim of the crimes or indiscretions al- 
leged as a justification, to awaken sympa- 
thy for him or her through the hor- 
ror inspired by these _ self-appointed 
judges. The latest instance of the cruelty 
of these ruffians has just been reported from 
New-Albany. Two Mormon missionaries 
have been so brutally whipped that 
their lives are endangered, and all 
because they preached a religion 
in which they honestly believed, and 
refused to desist at the order of the White 
Caps. Whatever may be thought of Mor- 
monism in this country, where religion is 
freeso longas it does notinvade the province 
of human rights or morality, it is no crime 
to preach it, and if is a disgrace to Indiana 
that thetwo missionaries could be subjected 
to such an outrage within her borders. The 
decent part of the community where this 
latest crime of the White Caps was perpe- 
trated evidently take this view of the sub- 
ject, and they have armed themselves and 
declare that if the White Caps return they 
will meet with a warm reception. 

It is surprising that in a State like Indi- 
ana, which is supposed to be civilized and 
to possess a Government strong enough 
to protect her citizens, the career of the 
White Caps could have been tolerated a 
week, to say nothing of a year. The ex- 
ploits of these ruffians are a disgrace to 
the State and a reflection upon the cour- 
age and ability of the Executive branch 
of its Government. ‘The scoundrels could 
not pursue their brutal business more 
openly in a border settlement, where no 
law but that of force exists, than they have 
pursued it in this populous State, that 
claims to be able to protect society 
by law. Indeed, in a border settlement 
the brutes would have been annihilated 
long ago, for they would have been met 
with the same weapons that they use so 
freely upon others, the lash and the birch. 
If Indiana asa State does not soon take 
some steps to wipe out this stain on her 
escutcheon, her citizens will be justified in 
the eyes of the world if they foliow the ex- 
ample set by the White Caps, take the law 
into their own hands, and themselves ex- 
_terminate a pest which the Government 
that they support to protect them is ap- 
parently powerless to cope with. 
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Since Congressman KNUTE NELSON, whe 


represents the strongest Republican district 
in Minnesota, voted for the Mills bill, there 
has been some curiosity as to his latest 
opinions concerning tariff legislation and 
the tariff policy of his party. On 
the 25th ult. the Prohibitionists of Min- 
nesota asked him to permit them to 
nominate him for Governor. He replied

On the same day he made the fol-

The testimony given before the Congres- 
sfonal committee on Monday very clearly 
shows the attitude of organized labor 
toward immigration. It appeared from this 
testimony that ‘contract labor’ had been 
imported to build the State House in Texas, 
and that there were mechanics who habit- 
ually came to this country to work during 
the Summer and returned to Scotland for 
the Winter. The Texan case seems to be a 
clear infraction of the law, but the migra- 
tion of Scotch mechanics is entirely unob- 
jectionable. If they can get work here dur- 
ing the Summer, notwithstanding the 
disadvantage of their recent arrival, the 
fact shows that there is more work to be 
done in their lines than can be 
done by the residents, and their do- 
ing it is a clear gain all around. The 
amusing part of the testimony was fur- 
nished by a man named Dyrr, who ap- 
peared to protest against imported labor, 
and of whom it appeared that he himself 
had been Secretary of the. Stonecutters’ 
National Union seven or eight years before 
he became an American citizen. His tes- 
timony is valuable, nevertheless, as prov- 
ing anew that there will be no objection on 
the part of foreign-born citizens, from 
whom it might be most naturally expected, 
to an effective restriction both of immigra- 
tion and of citizenship.

HILL’S FRIENDS AMONG THE ORANGE

Newsure, N. Y., July 31.—David B. 
Hill’s friends here have beer told that silence 
is golden, and they are governing themselves 
accordingly in having very little te say to the 
public, but they are working hard, nevertheless. 
A three-doliar assessment is being made to 
help swell the corraptien fund of $250,000 for 
Hill, and the liquor men will contribute their full 


uota to nominate their warm friend. One of 
the Kearrs, McCutcheon, and Stern trio has been 
here, and his advice has been listened to and 
the arguments employed have had effeet. It. 
was the sameold story. ‘“Didn’t Hill veto 
the High License bill? Hasn’t he always been 
our friend? Do you suppose for a moment he 
will dare go back on us? Don’t you know he 
car be relied upon in the future as in the past?” 
Mr. Hill has not as big a pull in Orange County 
as he has in the adjeining eounty of Ulster, but 
his friends, who realize they are working for 
what they are pleased to call their “ bread and 
butter,” willbe on hand at the caucuses and 
primaries. And thereis no doubt they will do 
their utmost. The liquor men say they owe 
Mr. Hill a debt of gratitude and from 
news’ they have received from Presi- 
dent Kearns, Secretary McCuteneon, and 
Finanelal Secretary Max Stern to-day, 
there is no doubt that Gov. Hill will be re- 
nominated. There are a host of Democrats here 
who say that they, too, will attend the prima- 
ries, and they miean toshow that the Democratic 
Party is not so entirely rotten or wholly in the 
power of the rumsellers as Mr. Hill and his 
liquor friends believe. Boe that as it may, the 
liquor dealers .and the applejack makers of Or- 
ange County will be heard from at the caucuses.

OAPT. ERICSSON’S BIRTHDAY. 

That hale old gentleman, Capt. John 
Ericsson, whose name is known all over the civ- 
ilized world, and who livés so unprétendingly 
at 36 Beach-street, greeted his eighty-fifth 
birthday yesterday in acharacteristic way. It 
is doubtfulif there is anything save sickness 
that would break the venerable engineer’s 
routine ef work. He has submitted to no out- 
side influences for .fully 10 years, and his 
pleasurable quiet is good encouragement forhim 
net todo it now. He ate breakfast with an ap- 
petite which would do credit toa man half his 
axe, and then went up to his second-story front 
room, where his workshop is, and spent the 
morning drawing. The enly interruption was 
a vicarious visit from the King of 
Sweden and Norway. Consul-General 
Bors cailed on the Captain and in- 
tormed him that his Majesty had commanded 
him to call upen “his [tne King’s] friend, Capt. 
John Ericsson, and congratulate him upor his 
health on his eighty-fifth birthaay.” The veteran 
inventer seemed greatly pleased at this indica- 
tion that he was remeinbered in the high places 
of the earth, and said so. 

In the evening Capt. Ericsson was addition- 
ally honered. Atleast 400 of the members of 
the United Scandinavian Singing Societies 
taarohed up tothe old heuse andat9 o’elock 
began to serenade him under the direc- 
tion of Consul-General Bors. Capt. Ericsson 
kept himself invisible, however, the only pre- 
tense he made to recognizing the compliment 
paid him was to illuminate his house and to peer 
at the crewd through the half-clesed blinds of 
the second story. After singing some rational 
songs the membersof the society gave the 
old engineer three hearty cheers and marched 
away again. It was the tirst time the old Beach- 
street heuse had been lighted up in 15 years.

HARTFORD, Conn., July 31.—The Con- 
necticut Prehibitionists will hold their State 
Convention here on Tuesday. Col. Marion 
Knowlton of Willimantic will be the temporary 
and the Rev. C. A. Northrop ef Norwich fhe per- 


manent Chairman of the convention, which will 
be attended by upward of 500 delegates. Allen 
B. Lineoln of Willimantic will be Chairman of 
the Resolutions Committee. The Chairman of 
the State Central Committee, John B. Smith of 
New-Britain, was here this afternoon attending 
to the preliminary work of the convention. A 
full State ticket will be nominated, and two 
Presidential Electors at Large cbosen. The 
seleetion of the remaining four Electors 
will be assigned to the Congressional 
districts. ‘here are four candidates in the field 
for the nomination for Governor. The aspirants 
are the Rey. H. A. Delano of South Norwalk, E. 
P. Auger of Middlefield, H. D. Smith of Plants- 
ville, and Hiram Camp of New-Haven. The 
candidates for Lientenant-Governor are T. L 
Pease of Thompsonville and H. B. Hawley of 
Danbury. The Rev. 8. B. Forbes of Rockville, 
who was the candidate for Governor two years 
ago, will probably head the Electoral ticket. 
The convention will be the largest and most in- 
fluential which the Prohibitionists have held in 
the State.

OATS CORNERED IN BOSTON. 
Boston, July 31.—There was a corner in 
oats te-day that squeezed the shorts pretty 
badly and demoralized the spot market.

All oats were held by one 
dealer, and he advanced the price to suit him- 
self.

A. M., and that the price was run up after it 
was impossible te deliver on comtracts. The 
other side claim that the deal was perfectly 
fair and regular, and that there might have 
been oats in process of delivery at the time 
above stated. All eats that will pass for Ne. 2 
white or better will bring 50 cents, and buyers 
are holding off with the anticipation that the 
market will weaken and prices turn lewer after 
this deal 1s settled.

FAVORING A SUBSIDY. 


GEN. HARRISON TALKS TO A DELEGATION 
FROM HENRY COUNTY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 31.—The Republicans 
of Henry County, Ind., to the number of about 
1,100, paid their respects to Gen. Harrison to- 
day. The spokesman for the visitors was Gen. 
William Grose of New-Castle, a comrade of Gen. 
Harrison in the eampaign around Atlanta. The 
General spoke on our commersial relations with 
South America, and advocated the subsidizing 
of steamship lines to the South and Central 
American States. His response was as follows: 


**COMRADE GROSE AND My HENRY CoUNTY 
FRIENDS: If we have here any discouraged 
statesman who takes a despondent view of the 
future of the country, I think he would recover 
his hopefulness if he could leok once in a 
while into the faces of an audiense like this. 
{Applause.] You come from @ county that has 
been a bulwark of Republicanism since the 
Darty was organized. You had an carly clement 
in your population that has done mueh to 
promote your material interests, and much 
more to lifs up the principles that re- 
late to the purity of theshome and to 
the freedom of men. [Applause.} The friands 
who have been and are so large and so influen- 
tial an element in your population, and in 
the counties surrounding it, are a pee not- 
able for the purity of their home life and for 
their broad and loving sympathy with all men. 
They were the early enewies of slavery, avd 
they have mls naturally been the strength 
of the Republican Party in the community 
where they reside. [Applause.] 

‘Your spokesman has expressed your contin- 
ued interest in the party to which some of you 
give the confidence of your matured powers, 
and some of you the early devotion of your 
youth. The Republiean Party has accomplished 
for the couutry a great work in the bref period 
of its life. It preserved the Nation by a wise, 
courageous, and patriotic administration. What 
that means for you and your pesterity, what it 
means for the world, no man can tell. It would 
have been a climax of disaster for the world 
if this Government of the people had perished. 
The one unsolved experiment of free govern- 
ment was solved. We have demonstrated the 
capacity of the people and a citizen soldiery to 
maintain inviolate the unity of the Republic.

“In all the addresses which have been made 
to me there has been some reference to the great 

uestion of the protection of our American in- 

ustries. Iseeit upon the banners which you 
carry. Our party stands unequivocally, with- 
out evasion or qualifticatien, for the doctrine 
that the American market shall be preserved 
for our American preducers. [Great applause. ] 
We are not attracted by the suggestion that w6 
should surrender to foreign producers the best 
market in the world. Our 60,000 people are 
the best buyers in the world, (Applause,]} and 
they are such because our working ciasses re- 
ceive the best wages. [Applause. ] 

“‘But we do not mean tu be content with our 
own market. We should seek to promote closer 
and more friendly commercial relations with 
the Central and South American States. [Ap- 
Dlause.} And what is essential to that end? 
Regular mails are the first condition of com- 
meree. The merchant must knew when his 
order will be reesived, and when nis consign- 
ment will be returned, or there can b6 
no trade between distant communities. What 
we need, therefore, is the establishment of 
American steamship lines between our ports 
andthe ports of Central and South America. 
{Applause.] Then it will be no longer necessary 
that an American Minister, commissioned to 
an Ameriean State, shall take an English 
ship to Liverpool to find another Eng- 
lish ship to carry him to his destination. 
|Applause.] Weare not to be frightened by the 
use of that ugly word ‘subsidy.’ [Laughter.] 
We should pay to American ateamship lines a 
liberal compensation for carrying our mails in- 
stead of turning them over to British tramp 
steamships. [Applause.] We do not desire to 
dominate these neigbboring Governments; we 
do not desire to deal with them in 
any spirit of aggression. We desire those 
friendly, political, mentai, aud commercial re- 
latious which asball promote their interests 
equally with ours. We should not longer forego 
those commercial relations and advantages 
which our geographical relations suggest and 
make so desirable. If you will excuse me from 
further public speech, I will be glad to take by 
the hand my Henry County friends.” [Ap- 
planse. | 

After an hour passed in handshaking Gen. 
Harrison arrived home soon after noon, just in 
time to welcome the arrival of his guest, Gen. 
R. A. Alger, the two distineuished gentlemen 
meeting for the first time. 





ALBERT SOHEFFERS LETTER. 


ONE WHICH SAYS NOTHING BUT MEANS 
A BITTER CONTEST IN MINNESOTA. 
Str. Paut, Minn., July 31.—Albert Schef- 

fer, the Farmers’ Alliance candidate for Gov- 

ernor, who was iast week indorsed by the 

Ramsey Coanty Democratic Convention, has 

just written a very peculiar letter. Nearly two 

months ago a Republican in high party confl- 
dence went to Mr. Scheffer and begged him to 
write and sign a letter which would silence all 
doubts both as to his Republicanism and his in- 
tention in regard to the nominee of the State 

Convention. The gentleman, who is now a sup- 

perter of Mr. Merriam, was then politically in- 


clined toward Mr. Scheffer, believing him to bo 
the strongest candidate with the farmers and 
sure that an outspoken, non-evasive letter 
would add to his strength. 

Mr. Scheffer declined to write or sign such a 
document. The pressure has since then become 
80 great that Mr. Scheffer could no longer resist 
it and his letter is published to-day. It is a re- 
markable feat of non-eommittal letter writing. 
It was a queer combination in politics that sat 
on and discussed this letter in Room 6of the Mer- 
chants’ Hotel up to 12 o’clock last night. 
Seheffer had been besieged all day by his 
Republican friends to declare himself, and 
the City Hall gang were just as hot 
not to have him say a word. He finally con- 
cluded to write the letter, and its substance was 
&@ watter of the gravest anxiety to them and his 
friends. To say and not to say, that was the 
question. He had to admit that he was a Re- 
publican, but he could not deny that he stood 
on the Democratic platform. He wanted the 
Republicaa nomination, but he ceuld ‘not slap 
the Democrats in the face for their promised sup- 
port. He could not be too ardent a Republican 
for fear of offending his friends. Finally the 
milk-and-water-betwixt-and-between letter was 
evolved and given to the press. 

It promises nothing, it says nothing, and it 
eommits its writer to nothing. I[t 1s regarded 
by the best men in both parties as a bid for sup- 
port, both in the conventions and at the polls, 
by either party. In case of failure of a nowina- 
tion in either convention, it prepares the way 
for an independent run. That Scheffer intends 
to run independently ao man who has watched 
the current of affairs will pretend to contradict. 
His farmer friends will insist on this. There is 
no question but what he will be defeated 
in the Republican Convention. He stands no 
earthly showin the Democratic council. The 
scheme is, after the party conventions have 
been held, to call a mass meeting in 8t. Paul of 
farmers and laborers of the State and nominate 
Albert Scheffer for Governor and indorse the 
best menon both the other tickets for a full 
ticket, and then sailin for gore. Such a triaa- 
gular contest would be the bitterest fight ever 
seen in Minnesota, and the result would be very 
doubtful. 





4 REDUCTION IN WAGES DEMANDED. 

PittsBuRG, July 31.—The wage question 
is again being agitated at the coal works on the 
Monongahela River. A reduction is likely to be 
asked by nearly all of the operators along the 
river. At present the scale of wages is 3 cents 
for the first three peols and 245 in the fourth. 
Ia the latter a large number of the miners have 
been working under the scale at 214 cents per 
bushel. They have been prevailed upon, how: 
ever, to reconsider their acceptance of the 


terms of the operators, and are generally 
quitting work to stand out for the seale. The 
stopping of work in the fourth pool makes near- 
ly all of the works along the river idle. There 
has practically been no work done in the first 
three pools since the last rise in the rivers, which 
let out nearly 12,000, bushels of coal. The 
operators have been successful in getting out 
large shipments, and now say that the price 14 
so low at down-river ports that they will not 
start up their works in the first three pools un- 
less the miners agree to work for 2% cents, and 
for 2\4 cents in the fourth. A large number of 
empties have been returned to the pools and , 
different landings,and it estimated that there aré¢ 
enough of them to lead from 8,000,000 te 
10,000,000 bushelsof coal. Many of the empties 
require repairing, put this will be done in sev 
eral weeks, while others which are in good con 
dition could be loaded now. The operators, 
however, say that unless a reduction in wages 
is accepted there will not likely be any attempi 
to start up »eiore Sept. 1. The cut will affeci 
over 6,000 miners.

[HE MAYOR FILLS ANEW THE 
AQUEDUOT BOARD. 
fH& NEW MEN ARE GEN. JAMES ©. 
DUANE, FRANCIS M. SCOTT, JOHN J. 
TUCKER, AND.WALTER HOWE. 

Mayor Hewitt yesterday appointed the 
bur new Aqueduct Commissioners, and, as not 
nfrequently happens with matters in which the 
fayor has the chief ‘‘say,” it was the unex- 
jected that occurred. With one exception the 
james of the appointees had not figured in the 
jrognostications of the politiprans, But of the 
nen whose names have figured in the papers as 
jrobable appointees and of some other eminent- 
y worthy ones, some were compelled to decline 
he proffered honor on account of the pressure 
if other duties which they could not resign. 

As named by the Mayor, the appointees are 
fen. James C. Duane, lately retired as Chief of 
Engineers of the United States Army; Francis 
Mf. Scott, Assistant Corporation Counsel; John 
J. Tucker, a prominent builder, and ex-Assem- 
)lyman Walter Hewe, a prominent and wealthy 
pBwyer. 

The Mayor had not intended to announce the 
»sppointments until this morning, for he had not 
xp to a late hour last nigh} learned whether Mr. 
Howe would accept the appointment. All the 
pthers had signified their willingness to serve, 
pnd the Mayor was all day awaiting a telegram 
lrom Mr. Howe trom Newport, signifying his 
ecoeptance of the trust. But the names baving 
been inadvertently given to the reporters by 
pne of the Mayer’s friends who had been.let into 
the seeret, he was eompelled to make the an- 
nouncement public, and run the chance of Mr. 


Howe’s accepting the office. The Mayor accord- 
ingly issued the following official memorandum 
pf the appointments: 

‘*yhis daty was not of my seeking, but was 
Imposea upon me by law. This limitation as 
to the politics of the appointees has somewhat 
embarrassed me in the performance of a duty 
which I regard as the most important act of 
my administration. Subject to this limitation 
{ have tried to secure four Commissioners who 
will be appfoved by the public judgment, and 
who will absolutely diverce themselves from all 
party patronage. It seemed to me necessary 
that one member of the board should be an en- 
gineer of the very highest standing in his pro 
fession and without commitment as to the past 
history of the work. Fortunately in Gen. James 
©. Duane, who has just been retired as Chief ef 
Engineers tothe Army of the United States, I 
have been able to secure professional eminence, 
unimpeacaple integrity, and great experience 
from his connection with the Washington 
Aqueduct in the line ef his new duties. 

“The legal questions involved in this great 
undertaking, and especially with reference te 
the final settlement of the contracts for eon- 
struction, seem to require the undivided atten- 
tion ef a lawyer of ability and experience. I 
could not, therefore select a lawyer engaged in 
the full practice of his prefessjon, butin Mr. Fran- 
cis M. Scott, one of the assistants to the Coun- 
sel to the Corporation, I found a man eminent- 
ly qualified to discharge the onerous duties of 
this branch of the werk of the commission. 

“Puplic opinion seemed to demand the selec- 
tion of a practical builder, and among the names 
recommended to me by the Builders’ Exchange, 
that of Mr. Jonn J. Tucker seemed to me not 
only te be absolutely unexceptionable, but in 
view of his high character to be eminently desira- 
ble to consider the practical questions still to be 
decided as to the water supply available fer the 
new aqueduct. 

‘* As to the fourth place, I have been more em- 
barrassed by the number of eligible persons 
who weuld be willing to accept the position, 
many of whom I would trust in any practical 
business matter with the decision of tne most 
important questions and the care of the largest 
interests. Among these gentlemen I have final- 
ly selected Mr. Walter Howe, whe, without his 
own knowledge, has been appointed to the po- 
sition. I rely upon his public spirit, which he 
has exhibited so often, to assume and per- 
form this great duty, which, it seemsto me, 
must eommend itself to the sympathy and de- 
votion of every good citizen. 

“TI have not felt at liberty to reappoint any 
of the former Commissioners, for the reason that 
the Legislature evidently intended that a new 
commission should be formed, and the selection 
of any one of the former gentlemen would be an 
implied censure upon those who are not selected. 
I have, therefore, felt constrained to choese en- 
tirely new men, who will be free from any com- 
mitments which might affect their judgment as 
to the reservoirs yet to be constructed and the 
eontracts to be made.” 

Franeis M. Scott and Gen. JamesC. Duane are 
the Democrats and Walter Howe and John J. 
Tucker the Republicans of the appointed mem- 
bers of the board. Mr. Scott is a member of the 
County Democracy and of the Reform Club. 
He was appointed to his present position by 
Judge Lacombe in 1885, and has held it continu- 
ously under Judge O’Brien and Mr. Beekman. 
He has had charge of mostof the important. 
actions against the olty arising out of the con- 
tracts {or public work, and has thus acquired a 
peculiar knowledge of the law affecting the inter- 

retation and enforcement of such contracts. 

rom his confidential relations with the suc- 
cessive Corporation Counsels he has also ac- 
quired an intimate knowledge of the history of 
the aqueduct and of the legal questions that 
have arisen during tts construction: He isa 
native of this eity and a graduate of the College 
of the City of New-York and of Columbia Law 
Bcbeol 

Gen. Duane has not been leng enongh identi- 
fied with New- York politics to have become affil- 
jated with either of its organizations. He was 
supervising engineer of the Washington Aque- 
duet and a member of the eommission appointed 
by Congress to locate the inter-State bridge across 
the Kill von Kull and to supervise the plans of its 
construction, besides having served for a long 
term of years as Chief of Engineers in the United 
Btates Army, and as such became practically 
familiar with the construction of large publis 
works. 

John J. Tucker is a well-known New-York 
builder. He has never been prominent in poli- 
tics. The city abounds in monuments to his 
practical and professional skill, ehief among 
which is prebably the imposing bank building 
at 40 Wali-street known as the Manhattan 
Building. 

Walter Howe is a lawyer of wide acquaint- 
ance and unblemished reputatien. He has 
served three terms in the Assembly, to which 
he was first elected in 1882 by the Republicans 
of the Twenty-first Assembly District. In 1885 
he ran against William C. Traphagen for the 
Senate and was defeated. He was formerly 
Secretary of the Union League Club, and is a 
member of that club and of the Commonwealth 
Clab. Last Winter, as a member of the Citi- 
zens’ High License Association, he rendered 
active and efficient service in securing the pas- 
sage of the High License act. 

The new Cemmissioners will be sworn into 
office to-day by Mayor Hewitt, ana at 3 o’clock 
Vice-President Dowd of the retiring commission 
will receive them at the board offices and form- 
ally transfer the records and properties per- 
taining te the same. President James C. Spen- 
oer of the old board is said to be dangereusly ill 
with heart disease and kidney troubles at his 
Summer residence at St. Lawrence, where Dr. 
Egbert Lefevre is in attendance upon him. He 
will not be able under several weeks te return 
to the city. 

Commisstoner Ridgway was yesterday the re- 
eipiont of a testimonial sigaed by a large num- 
ber of his fellow-members of the Produce Ex- 
ebange, in whieh they express their assurance 
of uninterrupted confidence in his honor and 
integrity. In replying to this Mr. Ridgway de- 
clares that heentered the commission absolutely 
without pledge to Gov. Hill or te any one else, 
and that he was not aware the Governor in- 
tended to appoint him until he was appointed, 
and “Raving at all times been free from any 
entangling alliances,” he accepts the whole re- 
sponsibility for hie efficial acts. 

These appointments by the Mayor give very : 
general satisfaction.

Whenthe party went te arrest 
the hostiles they opened fire and killed three 
Indian scouts. The posse returned the fire, 


wounding several of the band, which immedi- 
ately left the reservation, fellowed afterward 
by othors, all going for the meuntains.

uded that the Indians were not disposed to leave 
and that his further presence tended to excite 
them. Capt. J.ee then returned to this post. From 
the Indians Capt. Lee learned that those ordered to 
be arrested were seen near theircamp to-day, and he 
is of opinion, and I concur, that these Indians can 
be arrested quickly in a few days. The cattle herd 
is upon its grazing ground undisturbed, Full 
wri report by Monday’s mail. My command is 
in readiness and will move out at once if I find it 
necessary.”

OFFERHD A NOMINATION. 


STATE SENATOR JOHN FOLEY ASKED TO 
RUN FOR CONGRESS. 

SaratToGca, Juiy 31.—A strong pressure 
has been brought to bear upon Senator John Fo- 
ley of Saratoga to accept the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Congress this Fail. George West is 
the present Congressman from this, the Twen- 
tieth, District. The district comprises the coun- 
ties of Hamilton, Montgomery, Saratoga, and 
Schenectady. Mr. West is one of the wealthiest 
men in Saratoga County, and is the great paper 
manufacturer of Ballsten. He was born in Eng- 
land, andis 65 years of age. He came to this 
country 39 years ago, and after remaining here 
23 years he was elected to the Assembly of this 
State and served tive terms. He was elected a 
delegate to the Republican National Convention 
in 1880 andin 1884. He is President of the 
First National Bunk at Ballston Spa, was a 
member of the Forty-seventh and Ferty-ninth 
Congresses, and was re-elected to the Fiftieth 
Congress as a Republican, receiving 16,204 
votes, against 10,013 for Wicks, Knight of La- 


bor, and 3,231 votes for French, Prohibitionist. 
Mr. West is anxious to be returned to the Fifty- 
tirst Congress, aud, although heis always will- 
ing te spend an immerse sum of money to se- 
cure his election, itis doubtful whether he ean 
even be renominated this Fall. There is a great 
deal of bitter feeling against him among Repub- 
lican leaders in the district, and the Demoerats 
are confident that with such a man as John Fo- 
ley they can beat Geerge West or any other Re- 
publican who nay be nominated. 

John Foley was born in Ireland, and came to 
Saratoga Springs when he was 3 years of age 
and has always rosided here. He was educatea 
im the public schools and Prof. Robb’s academy, 
and isalawyer. He has been Justice of the 
Peace, a member and President of the Board of 
Educatien of the village of Saratoga Springs; 
was elected District Attorney of Saratoga Coun- 
ty in 1883 ana served the term. He was last 
yoar a member of the Demecratic State Commit- 
tee, and was elected to the Senate by a plurality 
of 3,743. His opponents were Harlan P. Kline, 
Republican, and Franklin J. Weed, Prohibition- 
ist. The Democratic plurality in 1885 was 20. 
Mr. Foley ran ahead of his ticket about 4,300 
votes. In 1883, for District Attorney of Sara- 
toga County, he ran about 1,600 ahead. 

Mr. Foley represents the Eighteenth District 
im the State Sunate. ‘his district comprises the 
counties of Saratoga, Fulton, Hamilton, Mont- 

emery, and Scheaectady. The population is 

46,995. Mr. Foley is a man of medium height 
and weighs sbout 175 pounds. He has close- 
cropped hair and a sandy mustache and dresses 
very plainly. He 1s very quiet and unostenta- 
tieus, and would soarcely be reeognized as a 
politician of any great consequence. It is only 
when @ person enters into conversation with 
Senator Foley that he can understand that the 
Senator is really a remarkable man. He studied 
in the offiee in which he now practices law. He 
has occupied the same room 22 years. Whena 
mere boy he became the Demoeratic candi- 
date for District Attorney of Saratoga 
County. The Democrats found it impossible to 
persuade any of the older jawyers to accept, 
and he was told that he would make himseif 

opuiar by becoming a candidate. Senator 

‘oley went into the race for all he was worth 
aud was defeated. He ran again and was like- 
wise defeated. Three years atterward he tried 
it once more, and for the third time was knocked 
down. He was bound to have the office, and he 
made a fourth attempt and was successful. 
After he secured the prize he was sorry he had 
it. It took all of his time to attend to the busi- 
ness of his office, and he was glad when his term 
expired. An attempt was made to renominate 
him, but he absolutely declined a second term. 
It was mainly through the persuasions ef Gov. 
till, when Senator Foley was a member of the 
‘smoeratie State Committee, that he became a 
andidate for State Senator. 

~enator Foley made the most thorough can- 

vuss of the distriet that was ever made by any 
candidate fer the office. Instead of wasting his 
time in the mountains or in the farming districts 
he went to the big towns where large numbers 
of men were employed in factories and shook 
hands with nearly allofthem. He organized a 
literary bureau that would have done credit to 
Samuel J. Tilden. He flooded the entire district 
with decuments bearing his signature, and on 
the Saturday before election day he felt not only 
confident of his election, but was sure he weuld 
have a large majority. He astonished all of the 
eld Democratic leaders by the result ef the elec- 
tion, and became at once one of the mest popu- 
lar men in the State of New-York. At one time 
he was private seeretary to John Morrissey and 
had the entire confidenee of that keen politician. 
He learned more of polities white with Mr. Mor- 
rissey than he ever dreamed of knowing, and 
to-day he has the confidence of Gov. Hill in the 
same manner in whieh he retained Mr. Morris- 
sey’s friendship to the last. 
It is not likely that Senator Foley will accept 
the nomination for a seat in Congress to succeed 
George West, although all the Democratie lead- 
ers are determined to force him to take it. Sen- 
ator Foley is not arich man and says he sannot 
afford to go to Congress, 2s the salary would 
not be sufficient to pay his election expenses 
and the cost of living in Warhkington during the 
two years of the term as member of Congress. 
Et is not probable, hewever, that Senator Foley, 
at the end of his term as State Senator, will be 
permitted to sit in his office and atcend solely to 
his law business. He is the acknowledged Dem- 
ocratic leader of this Senatorial and Congres- 
sional district, and no State or national leader 
can afford to pass him by unnoticed.

TARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK. 


WHAT IS THE MEANING OF PRICES? 
VII. 

There is another thing that needs to be 
‘clearly understood before we go any further. 
We will not bether about theories and discus- 
sions as to what fixes or influences prices, but 
just try to get a clear idea of what prices mean 
and what they signify to those who produce 
things to sell and whe buy things to consume. 
We have seen what use money serves in bring- 
ing about the exchange of one thing for aneth- 
er. In serviny iat purpose it has to be used as 
@ measure of vaiue. Ina full-grown system of 
trade it is impossible to tell just how mueh one 
product should be given for a certain quantity 
ef another. It is not always the same, for 
when a good dealis produced with little labor 
the product is not worth se much as when it 
takes more labor to get the same or asmaller 
quantity. When athingis plentiful it is cheap- 
er than when itis scarce. When many people 
wantto get some of it, it is dearer than when 
few people want it. But there must be some 
way of measuring these changing values with 
something that does not change. 

Now the thiug that will always be taken for 


what one has to sell and must always be given 
for what one buys should represent a steady 
value, so as to act as a measure. Its basis 
must have value in itself, else how can value be 
measured by it? There has to be a real product 
of labor used, ene that bas much value in a 
small compass and is subject to the least pos- 
sible change. Suppose it to be gold or silver. A 
certain amount of it, costing so much labor, 146 
taken and a name given to it. The amount 
doesn’t signify exsept as a matter of con- 
venience, and the name is also only a matter of 
convenienve. They differ in different coun- 
tries. But once agreed upon, this thing— 
call it a  dollar—has a fixed value 
in itself, and hence will be taken for other 
things and can be given for them, and they are 
eaid to be worth so many dollars. That is the 
Mt. we get our measure for everything bought 
and sold. As we have seen, credit is largely 
used in making exchanges; orders for money in 
&@ bank are given, or. promises for money pass 
from hand to hand, because there is faith that 
they will be paid and that money can be got fer 
them atany time. We may take a man’s note 
for payment of $10 because we believe he 
will give us the money for it; Wwe may use 
that note in paying somebody else, if he 
has confidence that it is ail right, and that he 
can get the money; and so it may goso far as 
the man’s eredit is perfectly goed. It is on the 
same principle that the notes of a bank are 
taken and paid out and pass instead of money. 
They have not value in themselves; they are 
not strictly money, but they are convenient and 
wiil serve the purpose 80 long as they will briug 
the real money any time. I[f they have the 
guarantee of the Government, just as cein has 
its certificate that itis of the right weight and 
purity, so much the better. It will command 
cemplete confidence and be generally used as 
money. 

Now, then, having our measure of value we 
say of everything that it is worth so many dol- 
lars or fractions of a dollar, so mucb a ton, a 
pound, a bushel, a gailon, a yard, a foot, or 
whatever it may be that we divide the thing it- 
selfinto. That is its price. Wheat has its price 
per bushel, cloth its price per yard, and so on, 
and labor in any employment has its price 
per day, or week, or month, or tor the 
amount of product turned gut, as the 
case may be Let us recall now that 
our labor, applied to the resources of nature or to 
the materiais we work upon, produces just so 
much of the various things we want for use. 
There is no more and no less of it, however it 
may be measured in parceling it out and divid- 
ingit around. The prices attached to it in the 
course of trade, whether high or low, de not 
make any more or any less of it. Reckoned in 
low prices it is a smaller amount in dollars, and 
reckoned in high prices it is a larger amount in 
dollars, but the real things we are producing 
and consuming, which we make by our labor 
and which we get by’our labor, are no more or 
less On that account. 

There may be loss or gain in a change of price 
in any one thing. For any reason wheat is 
high. That means it is high in comparison with 
other things; we caneot getso much of it for 
the same quantity of other preducts. Or for 
some reason it is lew; we can get more of it for 
a given amount of other products. So of other 
things; prices change, and those are affected 
by it who buy or seil those things. The seller 
gains by high prices and the buyer by low, as a 
rule, though the matter is always adjusting 
itself. A thing is high because for the time 
being it costs more labor to produce a certain 
amount of it, and low because it is produced 
more easily and plentifully. But we will not 
puzzle ourselves with the causes of changes 
that are always going on and canuot be avoided, 

But suppose all prices are high in a certain 
community or acertain country, what good or 
harm does thatdo? Remember, now, that every- 
thing is produced out of the resources of tue 
land by the Jabor of the people, and the total re- 
sultis justse muchin the end. Everybody is 
trying to increase production to get his full 
share of the fruits of his labor. Is the whoie in- 
ereased or diminished, or is any man’s share 1n- 
creased or diminished, by reckoning the whole 
thing at higher or lower prices, measuring it in 
mere or ftewer dollars? If a farmer 
gets a high Seg for grain and pays 
correspondingly high prices for whatever he 
finally gets for it, what better off is het If a 
manufacturer gets high prices for clotn and 

ays equally high prices for what he buys how 
A os againert Ifaworkman gets high wages 
for a day’s work and pays a price correspond- 
ingly high for his food, his shelter, and his cloth- 
ing, wherein does it profit him? What he is 
after is his fair shareof the products of labor, 
his share of the necessities and comforts of life, 
and high prices do not inorease the share, 
neither do low prices. So generally high or 
low prices for everything indicate nothing of 
themselves as to the well-being of the poe gs

HIGH LICENSE SUSTAINED 


A VIOIORY FOR THE OAUSE 
IN NEW-JERSEY. 

THE STATE’S COURT OF APPEALS AFFIRMS 
THE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE 
LOCAL OPTION HIGH LICENSE ACT. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 31.—The Local 
Option High License act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and the-~ validity of 
which has been questioned by some of the best 
lawyers in the State, was declared constitutional 
in all its parts by the Court of Errors asd Ap- 
peals to-day. It was passed upon in a number 
of liquor cases brought to test its constitution- 
ality and the decision will prove the more sur- 
prising all over the State in view of many con- 
fident predictions by newspapers that the local 
option branch of the law would be pronounced 
null and void. The opinion of the eourt was 
read by Justice Vansyckel. 

The Judges affirm the high license part of the 
act and the only division was on the local option 
branch on which the vote stood 8 to 7. Those 
who voted with Justice Vansyckel were Justices 
Depue, Beasley, Scudder, Dixen, Gage, Clement, 
and Patterson. Judge Reed read the dissenting 
opinion and his views were shared by Justices 


McGiil, Knapp, Brown, Cole, McGregor, and 
Whittaker. The act was first assailed on the 
ground that its title did not express its true in- 
tent; that while it pretended to regulate the 
sale of liquor, it really was designed to prohibit 
it. Justiee Vansyckel says on this point: 


“ Assuming that the extreme effect of this legis- 
lation is to forbid the sale by small measure, in my 
judgment it must be regarded as a law regulating 
the sale of intoxicating and brewed liquors. [t reg- 
ulates the sale by prohibiting it in small quantities. 
Every license law is to some extent a prohibitory 
law; it prohibits the sale by all persons who have 
no license; but it is said that the prohibition is ab- 
solute within the sphere in which the law 
operates, that is, as to the sale by the small 
measure, So is the law that absolutely for- 
bids the sale by the small measure on Sunday 
or on election day. So would be a law which prohib- 
ited the sale to minors or within a certain distance 
from a college. Such laws are. therefore, none the 
less regulations of the liquor traffic. They operate 
as a check upon the sale, not an absolute inhibition, 
andare inthe strictest sense regulations, Unless 
this view is accepted we cannot stop shoré of main- 
taining that every law which prohibits any portion 
ot the traffic isa prohibitory law. ‘nis would give 
to the word ‘“‘regulate” no substantial significanee. 
It may be that if this law forbade the 
sale in less quantity than 10,000 hogsheads this 
court would pronounce it null and void, butit would 
be because the title would be manifestly and inten- 
tionally misleading, and would show that the ex. 
cepted quantity was inserted asa mere subterfuge 
to evade the constitutional mandate. The sound- 
nese of legal principles cannot be tested by such in- 
stances. The fees for license to sell by the small 
measure, When granted, and under what circum- 
stances such licenses shall be wholly refused, are 
kindred subjects which pertain to the regulation of 
the liquor traffic, ant’ they may be dealt with ina 
single act by the Legislature. The title suificiently 
expresses the object of the act, and no informality 
is found in it.” 


In discussing the local option branch of the 
law the court thought it pertinent to remark 
that ther was no express provision in the Con- 
stitution that legislative ; ower should not be 
delegated, The Justice adds: 


‘““‘When werecur to the fact that the 
eminent domain has been delegated to railroad and 
other corporations without challenge; that the im- 
ne power of taxation and all the powers of 
ocal government have for more than three genera- 
in this State. we are 
admonished pot te be too confident in as- 
serting where the precise __ limitation is 
upon the competency of the Legislature to delegate 
powers of government. We must be caretul how, 
in the absence of express injunction or clear 1mpli- 
cation, we strip a co-ordinate branch of the Staie 
Government of the right to give expression to its 
will in the form of law within its own 
department. Counsel have conceded that the 
mode prescribed by the Inn and Tavern act for 
granting licenses is valid; that the Legislature has a 
right to grant to municipal corporations the right to 
regulate and prohibit the sale of liquors,jand that the 
Legislature bas power to pass a prohibitory law. 
With these concessions the conclusion is inevitable 
that there is vo unlawful delegation of legislative 
power in this case. 

“This part of the case can safely be rested upon 
either of two grounds—first, the sale of intoxicating 
liquor has from the earliest history of the State 
been dealt with by legislation in an exceptional 
way. Itisasubject by itself to the treatment of 
which all the analogies of the law appropriate to 
other topics cannot be applied. It is of importance to 
observe that the statement that the vote authorized 
by this law, if against the sale, prohibits the sale, or 
that it makes thislaw in effect prohibitery of the 
sale by small measure, is inaccurate and erroneous, 
If the vote is in favor of the sale that does not au- 
thorize the sale, and no more does the adverse vote 
prohibit it. The refusal to license does not prohibit 
the sale by any one; its only effect is that, 
by such refusal, no one is enabled .to sell 
in contravention of the law, which prohibits all. 
If license be granted to some, still all not having 
such license are within the interdiction. The pro. 
hibition, therefore, is not dependent on the vote. It 
arises out of the law, and not out of the vote. The 
question whether license shall be granted is all that 
is involved in the vote, and that question has 
always beén committed to the judgment of the 
tribunal] selected by the Legislature.” 


The Justice then goes on to argue in support 
of this principle. He contends there is no dif- 
ference in the principle of the old law and the 
new one, because the old law prescribes that 12 
freeholds must recommend a license before it 
be granted, while the new one leaves the ques- 
tion toa majority of the people of the county. 
He says: 


“The difference in the effect of these laws is alto- 
gether too slender and unsubstantiala distinction 
to justify judicial interference with legislative 
meg In my opinion the law is a complete law in 

tselt.’ 


Referring to the contention that it is a special 
law the court says: 


“The argument is that under this law the effect 
would be to prohibit license in Mercer County if 
the vote is adverse, and to allow license in Kssex 
Couuty if the vote is favorable; that an express act 
of the Legislature that there shall be license in 
Mercer and shall not in Essex would be 
@® special law, and therefore this law, 
whic has the same effect, must likewise 
be special. This reasoning will ren- 
der absolutely void any law general in form 
which the most astute mind can draw authorizing 
every municipal Government in the State to regu- 
late and prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors. 
Under such alaw the city of Trenton might pro- 
hibit license, while the city of Newark would 
leave the traific practically unrestrained. In ap 
plying such a law the greatest diversity might 
existin different localities. The Legislature could 
not lawfully enact that the licenses shall be pro- 
nibited 1n the city of Trenton and notin the city of 
Newark, and therefore the law granting Municipal 
bg 5 ls the power of control over this subject 

8 void.’ 

“That cannot be done by indirection which cannot 
bedone by direct enactment. he error lies in 
charging to the law th» diversity which is attribu- 
table only to the different modes in which the 
various communities elect to govern themselves un- 
der the delegated powers. The object of delegating 
powers is to enable the local Governments to make 
such diverse laws as they may deem expedient. 
Otherwise the delegation is abortive. The inhibi- 
tion in the Constitution is not intended to secure 
uniformity 1n the exercise of delegated police pow- 
ers, but to forbid the passing of a law vesting in one 
town or county @ power not granted to another. If 
one town or county was excepted from the operation 
of this law it would be special and local. noer it 
one county or town has neither greater nor less 
power than every other; nor does such power 
differ in any respect. The authority granted is in 
every aspect of it the same. It may be exercised in 
a different way or the same way. An argument so 
totally destructive of the power to legislate in any 
form for the political subdivisions of the State must 
be rejected as an utter fallacy. The law, in my 
judgment is unquestionably a general law.” 

The court, in conclusion, treats of the assault 
upon the constitutionality of that part of the 
act which relates to the ordering of an election, 
and holds that that legislation also is valid and 
constitutional.

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, July 31.—There 
arrived in the steamer St. Pierre to-day four 
fishermen of American vessels who have had 
narrow eseapes and suffered severe hardships. 
Two ef them named Bangey and Whitmore, be- 
longing te the Gloucester schooner Sarah E. 


Lee, while tending trawls 180 miles south west 
of 8t. Pierre lost their vessel in a heavy fog. 
After sailing and rowing for five nights and 
four days they arrived at St. Pierre. The only 
nourishment they had during this time was two 

feces of bread anda small quantity of water. 

‘he other twe men, Edward Carrigan and Peter 
Mason, lost their vessel on the Grand Banks, 
and were a night and day rowing without food, 
when they were picked up by the American 
sehooner Edward Kevery and landed at St. 
Pierre. The feur men were forwarded to 
this city and, on their arrival here, Consul-Gen- 
eral Phelan sent them to the Sailors’ Home, 
thence to be forwarded to Boston.

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SARATOGA’'S SUMMER VISITORS. 


MATTERS WHICH CAUSE TALK—NAMES ON 
THE HOTEL REGISTERS, 

SARATOGA, July 31.—Murders are so few 
and far between in Saratoga that the mysterious 
death of a colored man has furnished a subject 
which all Saratogans are discussing. At a late 
hour last night George Armstrong and Sidney 
Dolby, who lived in the same house in Spring- 


ters, Armstrong rented a part of the house to 
Dolby and was trying to collect money due him 
from his tenant. Armstrong was heard to 
threaten Dolby’s life. 

There was a scuffle, and later Dolby was found 
at the foot of the stairs, bleeding ana unconscious. 
Armstrong went aftera physician and told him 


that Dolby had had a fit. Armstrong’s people 
carried Dolby up stairs where he died. They 
tried to get an undertaker to bury the body 
early this morning, but the undertaker becanie 
suspieious and sent for the Coroner, Dr. 
Moriarty. Then Chief of Police George Blod- 
gett’s services were required, and Armstrong 
was arrested. An autopsy isto be held by Drs. 
Hall and McEwen, and the Coroner’s inquest 
will be begun to-merrow evening. District At- 
terney Theodore F. Hamilton believes that it is 
@ case of murder; that Dolby was killed by be- 
ing thrown down the staircase by Armstrong.

His remonstrance being 
unavailing he bas brought suit in the supreme 
Court to restrain the (Courtlanat Palmer estate 
from proceeding with its avowed purpose. Yes- 
terday ex-Judge Dittenhvefer, the counsel for 
Mr. Vernam, upplied to Judge O’Brien, in Cham- 
bers, and obtained an order directing the Court- 
landt Palmer estate to show cause to-morrow 
moruing why an injunction should not issue to 
restrain any further despoiling of the hotel 
property.

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ANTONIO SHOWS HIS COLORS 


MUST WAIT FOR WORK UNTIL 
GOD SENT IT. 

TALES OF IMPORTED ITALIANS—A MUL- 
BERRY-STREET ‘“‘ BANKER” SAYS HE 
HAS BEEN SLANDERED. 

Antonio Sgrameglia is for Harrison and 
protection to American industries. He has 
been # resident of the United States since Feb. 
21 and he wears a Harrison badge for a breast- 
pin. He had no money in his pocket when he 
landed at Castle Garden, and on account of the 
straitened condition in whieh he had existed 
in Italy he left his wife aad children there 
while he paid a visit to a land in which, he bad 
been informed, foreign labor was in clover. 
Antonie’s clothes may have been made in Italy, 
but they smacked of the Bowery. The clothes 
and the Harrison badge would not have caused 
particular eomment under ordinary circum- 
stances, but as Antonio came before the Con- 
gressional Immigration Committee to tell, as 
many of nis fellow-countrymen had already 
told, how he had come to this country penniless 
and on berrowed money and would be, in a 
measure, aslave until that money was paid, 
the appearance of the imported Italian and his 
Harrison badge caused not only comment, but 
laugster. 

Antonio had little to tell that was original. 
In Italy he wasaclerk in a country store part 
of the time, ana when he was not selling bread 


or wine he was digging in the fields. His daily 
Wages were sometimes llof. and sometimes 2f. 
On Jun. 22 he had borrowed 300f frem a wom- 
an. Ou Feb. 3 he took passage at Naples oa 
the steamabip Alesia, and em Feb. 21 he !anded 
at Castle Garden. He was 43 years old and bad 
a@ wife ant three children in Italy. He found 
no work wailing for him, but a bors in Mul- 
berry-street offered to secure work ia rennsyl- 
vania for him for $3. Having no money, he bor- 
rowed $3 from another man upod promising to 
return $5. He went to Pennsylvania, worked 
two days, slept in a shanty, was paid $3 and 
told he was noi wanted any more. The experi- 
ment had cost him $5 more than he made, with- 
out taking his privatious into account. He was 
waiting to be sent back to Italy. 

A blue and white checked jumper was the 
atrong feature of Francisco Beamontis attire. 
An Italian named Gardonua told bim there was 
an Ewigration and Colonization Society at 
Naples that owned lands in America and would 
supply him with work. Gardonnaadvised him to 
talk with Torelli, the society's agent at Naples. 
He borrowed 200f. from a resident of _Sellia, 
promising to return 250f. forthe loan. He saw 
Torelli, who showed him where to get his ticket. 
Torelli’s society staneped his passport. Torelli 
said the Naples soeiety had a branch at New- 
York, and it was the New-York society which 
owned the lands and had all the work. When 
he came to New-York he was told by the society 
here that it owned no lands, and that he must 
wait for work until God seat it. When he ar- 
rived here his passport had been taken from 
him, and be had been given a card on which was 
printed ‘* R. Marzo, Director.” Had he made a 
successful début bere he would have become a 
citizen. 

Did he know what American citizenship 
meant? He did not. 

Why had he come before the committees? A 
gentleman had brought him there. The gentle- 
man was Dr. Abruzzo. 

Giuseppe Menrieto were a blue jumper. He 
left Italy on Sept. 27 on the steamship Bri- 
tannia. He landed at Castle Garden on Dee. 5. 
He was on the water nearly three wentha, 

What made the trip so iong# The steamer was 
detained at Quarantine. There was no small- 
pox on board, but he understood that about a 
dozen children had died ef seasickness, He 
had 400f. before he bought his ticket. He had 
only 160f. when he landed at Castle Garden. He 
had been compelled to spend 125f. on board the 
Britannia for food, as be could not eat the food 
furnisued by the steward. [t was from the 
stward he bought food. He left a wife aud four 
daughters in Italy. 

Couid he read or write? No. 

What was his occupation in Italy? He was 
clerk of the petit courts. He had found no work 
here. 

fiow much money had he nowt Giuseppe 
grinned and said “None.” He hid applied 
several times to the Italian Consul to be sent 
home. If he could net de better he would work 
for board and lodging and 2f. a day, but, of 
eourse, 1t would break his heart to cut market 
rates, If good fortune had awaited him here he 
would have staid seven ur eight years. Now 
he wanted to go back. 

The gorge of Bonca M. Bernardini was almost 
as high as it could rise without the disnlay of a 
stiletto when he entered: the committes room. 
He is a Mulberry-sireet banker and not a re- 
cent importation. 

What did he want? He wanted to get satis- 
faction for the slanders uttered against him 
yesterday. He had an untarnished reputation. 
His name was dear to him. If the committee 
would not give him the addresses of the sian- 
derers who testified avainst him yesterday he 
would ge! tiem in some other way. The com mit- 
tee maintained its composure. butif any of the 
witnesses in question had been within hearing 
they might have changed celor. Bernardini 
had been in the country for six years, he said, 
and had been a banker since May, 1887. He 
had never brought any Italians te the United 
States. He had received a _ letter from 
Saraceni asking him to look out for 19 
emigrants, and inquiring if work could be 
ovtained for 100 wore. He had written to 
Saraceni telling 1im not to send any more men: 
that there was no work here. He did not take 
money trom men fer getting them work. He 
did not charge interest on money loaved. He 
gave relief to his countrymen to the extent of 
$2,000, and when he loaned money he took no 
security vut the word of the borrower. He Kept 
abank,and did not know it was against the 
law to doso. His bank bad never been exam- 
ined by State officials. His depositers had only 
his honor fer security. 

Bernardini was the last witness examined 
yesterday. The committee adjourned in the 
afternoon until Monday, though with the un- 
derstanding that it might return to work before 
Monduy. Before adjourning it adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That while this committee is sitting in 
the city uf New-York any two members thereof 
named by the Chairman shall constitute a quorum 
for the purposes only of issuing subpcenas, admin- 
istering oaths, and taking he testimony of wit- 
nesses, and asub-committee consisting of two or 
three members may be appointed by the Chairman, 
with like powers to vonduet an examination of wit- 
nesses elsewhere during the time the committee is 
engaged in said city of New-York, or at any other 
time or place that the full committee may direct.

OHRISTUPHER MEYER DEAD. 
ibislinlinelddiuay 
THE EVENT HASTENED BY HIS CONNEC- 
TION WITH IVES AND STAYNER. 

Christopher Meyer, one of New-York’s 
oldest citizens, & magnate in the rubber trade 
of both this country and Europe, a conspicuous 
figure in railway circles, and a millionaire many 
times over, died in this city yesterday. Mr. 
Meyer had been sick for several weeks at his 
Fifth avenue home, ana over a week ago his doc- 
tors gave up hope of his recovery. 

Mr. Meyer was 70 years old. He came to this 
country a German lad in his teens and without 
apeuny on which to found the fortune that came. 
He founda work, he applied himself, he saved his 
earnings, and at the age of 21 he was the proud 
possessor of $250. He learned the rubber busi- 
ness, and he was on the outlook continually for 
a chance to get a start in business for himself. 
Men of money who remarked his industry and 
his talents gave him that chance. Then fortune 
came speedily. From enterprise to eaterprise 
he went rapidly and prosperously. Not content 
merely with developing his oppertunities in the 
rubber trade, he dipped into outside financial 
atfairs. He started a bank. He projected a 


railroad. Soon he was known in Wall-atreet, 
and 20 years ago he was an aceredited million- 
aire. Five years ago his fortune was popularly 
estimated at $20,000,000. 

Mr. Meyer was the head and chief owner of 
the Meyer Rubber Company of N w-Brunswick, 
N. J., and the North British Rubber Company 
of Scotland was his corporation. How large a 
figure he cut in the rubber trade may be under- 
stood to some extent by the fact that when the 
rubber manufacturers some time ago essayed 
to create a trust to rule the trade he was able 
alone to put a quietus upon the scheme. 

Mr. Meyer had large investments in» many 
American factories ether than the one te which 
be devoted his personal attention as manager. 
He was interested in the Norfolk and New- 
Brunswick Husiery Company and the New- 
Jersey Rubber Shoe Comnany of New-Bruns- 
wick, and the Nashawanick Manufacturing 
Comeeet: the Glendale Rubber Company, and 
the India Rubber Thread Company of East 
Hampton, Mass. 

When Henry 8. Ives, the boy buccaneer of 
Wall-street, first disported in financia) and rail- 
way cireles it was as the accepted axent of Mr. 
Meyer. It was because of the recognized fact 
that the Meyer milliens were back of Ives that 
that dashiag youth was able to assume so con- 
gpieuous a part in the Stock Exchange 
district. It was largely on money ad- 
vanced by Mr. Meyer that Ives bought the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Ruilroad. 
Russell Sage went into the same deal because 
of faith in the money-making power of any 
scheme indorsed by Christopher Meyer. Henry 
8S. Ives proceeded to toss both of the veteran 
financiers overboard, after tying them up in his 
loan-account to the tune of millions, and Mr. 
Meyer's death, itis believed. was hastened not 
immaterially by the disappeintments and en- 
tanglements following his Ives alliance. Only 
@ week ago Ives and his “combine” had a suit 
instituted for something like $100,000 against 
Ives himself, with Christopher Meyer made a 
co-defe idaut, the thinly-disguised intent un- 
questivovably being to bleed the aged millionaire 
still further, |lves to confess judgment, explain- 
ing that he himself could not pay any 
part of the big sum, thus laying the Meyer fort- 
une open to wholesale tribute. It was 
the clever scheme of professional rogues, of 
rogues bent Ou ransacking the purse of a bene- 
factor. It was on the discovery of this scheme 
that Mr. Meyer’e proapect of recovering from 
illness disappeared utteriy. It is estimated that 
the twenty-million-dollar fortune of five years 
ago, about the time when Ives was first accept- 
ed as a protégé, lias been cut down at least 25 
per cent. by the events that followed as a rapid 
and lively sequel to his helping [ves. 

Mr. Meyer was a prominent Methodist, and he 
built and presented three or four churches to 
his denominational brethren in New-Jersey. He 
waintained a residence at New Brunswick as 
well as at 617 Filth-avenue, in this city. He 
was twice married, and his second wife, whom 
he wedded but little more than a year ago, a 
young lady noted for her beauty, survives the 
millionaire septegenarian. The funeral services 
will be neld at the Fifth-avenue mansion to- 
morrow evening at 8 o’clock. Interment is to 
be at New-Brunswick or Friday evening. 





FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


SEVERAL SMALL NEW-YORK CONCERNS 
FORCED TO TRE WALL. 

Deputy Sheriff Wild yesterday sold out 
the right, title, and interest of the Australian- 
American Manufaeturing Company te the oftice 
turniture and personal property at 81 New- 
street. The company wae incorporated June 6, 
1887, with am authorized capital of $200,0V0, 
to represent American manufacturers in Aus- 
tralia, and an exhibition Was opened at Sydney 
for that purpose. The company was not suc- 
cessfully managed and three judgments ag- 
gregating $2,497 were entered against it. The 
sale yesterday realized only $358. The liabil- 
ities are reported to be about $10,000. 

The Sheriff is in possession of the store of 
Pohiman & Figge, tailors, at 438 Broadway, on 
a judgment for $2,907 which Mr. Figge con- 
fessed to his wile for woney loaned. Mr. Figge 
claims that his partner, who had no capital in 
the tirm, had not acted right toward him, but 
had used the tirm’s money individually and sold 
out the stock under a bill of sale to Katz & 
Goodman and guild the outstanding acceunts to 
other creditors in violation of the partnership 
agreement. The books show the debts for mer- 
chandise are only $2,600, but creditors have 
tiled claims to the amount of $3,500, which 
surprised Mr. Figge. The boeks show assets 
$6,400 and iiabilities $5,507. 

Simon Lichter, manufacturer of fur caps at 
48210 Broowe-street, is in the hands of the 
Sheriff on a judgment for $2,018 in favor of 
Solomon Wolf. He started in this line in 1878, 
and about two years ago opened a retail hat 
store at 362 Grand-street. 

Katz & Kraus, manufacturers of neckwear at 
437 Broadway, are tinancially embarrassed, and 
when Deputy sheriff Carraher went there to 
issue execution he found that the assets had 
been seld out by a Marshal. The firm started 
April 1, 1887, claiming $2,000 capital contrib- 
uted by Mr. Katz.

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ANOTHER DANGEROUS BILL, 


A COUNTERFEIT ONE-DOLLAR SILVER 
CERTIFICATE IN CIRCULATION. 

Special Secret Service Agent Broeks said 
yesterday that the counterfeit one-dollar silver 
certificate which has been put into general cir- 
culation in this city during the past 10 days is 
the most dangerous bill of its kind that has 
come to his notice ina longtime. The first one 
that was brought to his attention was received 
at the North River Bank, where it had been de- 
posited by an oyster dealer on the North River. 
A day or two later two more of the counter- 
feits were taken in by a ticket seller on 
the Third-avenue elevated at Oanal-street 
aud the Bowery. An investigation has shown 
that the parties oftering them are mostly Ital- 
ijans, but asyet the authorities have not been able 
1o trace their origin. Special Agent Brooks says 
they seem to bear the same general stamp and 
charaeter of workmanship as the five-dollar 
eounterfeit recently put into circulation, first in 
Washington, D. C.,and then in this city, yetthey 
are mere dangerous because the fives are nat- 
urally apt to undergo eloser scrutiny by the 
public, and will therefore be the more readily 
detected. 

In the case of the counterfeit fives the genuine 
bill is considerably longer than the spurious 
one, but in the ones the difference in the length 
of the genuine bill and the counterfeitis scarcely 
perceptible. The engraved plate or printing on 
the gvod bill is only about one-eighth of an inch 
longer than the counterfeit, and there is about 
the same difference in the width. It is noticed 
also that the geometrical lathe work on the four 
corners of the centre of the back of the bad bill 
is very —— the fine lines appearing badly 
brekeu and the tinting effect uneven. The color 
used in the printing is vot as clear a 
green as that used in printing the good bill, giv- 
ing the bad bill a aomewhat gray or faded look 
and a general appearance of being blurred. At 
the right end, on the face of the bad bill, are 
two marks which a sharp eye will readily detect 
as different from the genuine bill. Over the 
large figure “1” are the words “ Silver Certifi- 
cate,” forming a semi-circle. The “C” on the 
genuine bill at the beginning of the word “Cer- 
tificate” is an open letter, with the two lines 
forming the outline ofthe letter perfect, where- 
asthe ‘“*C” on the bad bill has been either 
slightly damaged in the plate—leaving but one 
line, somewhat heavy—or was imperfectly en- 
graved. 

Then, directly under the “1,” are the words 
“Department Series, 1886.” The firat “8S” in 
the word ‘' Series” is larger at the top than it is 
at the bottom on the bad bill, giving it the ap- 
pearance of a “turned letter,’’ as the printers 
would say, or an “8S” upside down. The 
counterfeit bas the check letter ‘‘A’’ printed 
upon it, so that one-dollar silver certificates ef 
that series should be closely scrutinized, The 
paper of the bad bill is remarkably good for a 
counterfeit, but it 1s not so heavy or firm a8 that 
of the good bill, and does not possess that 
smooth or almost slippery surface, that has a 
suggestion of greased paper, characteristic of 
the genuine article.

The Board of Electrical Control yester- 
day consented to aid Corporation Counsel Beek- 
maou in his proceeding on behalf of the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commonalty of the city against 
the United States Illuminating Company.

Assistant Corporatien Counsel Scott said yes- 
terday thatif the papers in the case were re- 
turned by the Buard of Electrical Control to- 
day, as expected, it was probabie that the suit 
would come upin Supreme Court, Chambers, 
hext Monday on a motion fur a mandatory in- 
junction to compel the United States Niuminat- 
ing Company to remove its poles and wires 
from the streets and avenues. ‘The Corporation 
Counsel will not raise the point of sufficiency in 
the subways, but if that issue is injected by the 
defendant the plaintiff will ask leave to offer 
affidavits by experts. President Lauterbach of 
the Subway Construction Company has given 
valuable assistance in the proceeding to the 
Corporation Couusel, which is more than can be 
said of the Board of Electrical Control. 








WREOKED ON A DESERT ISLAND. 

The wife of Supreme Court Justice Jona- 
than Dixon and the wife of Dr. Dean, sisters, 
have just passed through an exciting adverture. 
Some time ago they left their homes in Jersey 
City for a Summer trip. They went to Mon- 
treal, Canada, intending to go thence to London 
by a steamer commanded by a friend. When 
the steamer reached the Gulf of 8t. Lawrence a 
dense fog was encountered and her bearings 
were lost. One morning early the passengers 
were summoned from their berths by the pound- 
ing of the vessel on the rocks.

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TO BANISH THE BOBTAILS 


THRE ALDERMEN TAKE THE 
PRELIMINARY STEP. 

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING CONDUCT- 
ORS ON THE CARS OF THE TWEN- 
TY-THIRD-STREET ROAD. 

Alderman Storm yesterday introduced 
and the Board of Aldermen adopted an ordi- 
nance drafted by the Corporation Counsel by 
which the Twenty-third-Street Railway Com- 
pany is prohibited under penalties from run- 
ning any cars after Aug. 8 without conductors. 
The preamble of the ordinanee recites that the 
company is authorized by its charter to main- 
tain its railroad in the streets of New-York 
“‘gubject to sueh reasonable rules and regula- 
tions in respect thereto as the Common Counoil 
of the city of New-York may from time to time 
py ordinance prescribe” Effort was made by 
some of the Aldermen to make the ordinance 
general in application to all the ‘*bobtail” lines, 
but it was explained that the several companies 
were acting under charters special to each sep- 
arate company and differingin their terms and 
that different forms of ordinance would there- 
fore be required. 

It was further stated tnat the Cerporation 
Counsel anticipated a legal contest with the 
company, and, as he wished to make a teat case 


of thisin order to establish the Aldermanic 
authority over the general subject, he did not 
care to be trammeled with a multiplicity of ac- 
tion. Once the law was established It was the 
intention to compel all the companies to con- 
form to the general terms of the new ordinance. 

Counsel to the Corporation Beekman said that 
he had been requested to frame the ordinance 
by Alderman Strong, and had done so in pur- 
suance of his duties. He said the charter of 
the read had made the corporation amenable to 
the actions of tne Board of Aldermen *‘ within 
reason,” and therefore the board certainly had 
the right to require the company to provide 
conductors for its cars. Of course the ordi- 
nance was inoperative until the Mayor had 
a'tixed his signature, but when this was done, 
Mr. Beekman said, he had no doubt that the 
courts would support the action of the city. 
When asked whether the ordinance would affect 
other bobtailed car lines in the city Mr. Beek- 
man replied in the aftirmative, declaring that 
Mr. Strong had simply singled out the Twenty- 
third-street Company because of its recent noto- 
riety. Any company having provisions in its 
charter similar to those in the one mentioned 
will be subjeet to the ordinance in an equal 
degree. 

F. B. Heuse of 25 Chambers-street, attorney 
for the Twenty-third-Street Railway Company, 
said: “If this ordinance becomes a law the 
company will contest it on the ground that the 
Board of Aldermen has no jurisdiction over the 
corporation, and in consequence has no right to 
frame laws by which it shall be regulated. The 
company will appeal to the courts in this, and 
I have no doubt that its claims will be upheld. 
The Twenty-third-Street Road is in precisely 
the same position as the Crosstown Line of 
Brookiyn was recently when the City Council 
there passed a similar law. The matter was at 
once taken into the Supreme Court, whem-it 
was decided that the Common Council had no 
authority to take the action it had, and the court 
declared the ordinance inoperative. I do not 
think the Supreme Court in this county would 
hesitate in an affair so manifest. So far as the 
statement that the Board of Aldermen has the 
right to modify or add to the company’s charter 
is concerned it is thoroughly unfounded. The 
State Legisiature is the only body whicb has 
such powe:, and the company will be careful 
that nothing else seeks to usurp it. Apart from 
the merits of the case, which I shall not attempt 
to discuss, the company need have no cause for 
alarnt.”’ 

At the offices of the company, in West Twenty- 
third-street, the action of the Aldermen was a 
surprise. One of the officers said: ‘‘ This is sim- 
ply a bit of buncombe. Neither Mr. Beekman 
nor Mr. 8trong can hope to compel this com- 
pany to forego its legal rights.” 


INTERESTING BUT FALSE. 


ANOTHER CAMPAIGN ROMANCE SPOILED 
BY INVESTIGATION. 


An Orange (N. J.) local paper recently 
priuted a statement that “A. Laufer & Co. of 
New-York received on Monday from England 
720 dozen of soft hats, the first installment of 
their erders, At the opening of the season this 
firm sent to a factory in this city, of whom they 
had been regular customers, and took a line of 
samples. These samples were sent to a block- 
maker, and blocks and flanges were sent to 
England, and the orders filled and shippea to 
this eountry. The net result is that these hats 
are laid down in New-York, duty paid, cheaper 
than they can be duplicated here,” 

A Norwalk paper copied the above statement, 
introducing it by calling attention to the work- 
ing of the tariff-for-revenue-only idea. 

The interesting part of this atory is that it is 
fajse. Mr. Laufer, the senior member of the 
firm referred to, is recruiting his health in Eu- 
rove. Mr. Meyer, the junior member, said yes- 
terday that the story is all a lie, concocted 
doubtless for campaign purposes. There is 
great rivalry between the hat manufacturers in 
Orange and Norwalk, be said, und this was one 
of the methods adopted by politicians to make 
capital for their parties or for themselves. The 
firm had not imported any such number of hats 
this season, and never has imported anything 
in lurge quantities excepting raw materials. 
The only importations were novelties such as 
could not be bought or manufactured in this 
country. The firm does a large jobbing busi- 
ness, Mr. Meyer said, and imports a vast 
amountof woolen material to be made up by 
the Orange er Norwalk manufacturers. The 
statement that blocks and flanges are made 
here and sent to England, he said, is absolutely 
void of truth. If suwh a course were pursued it 
would not enable the firm to bring the hats to 
New-York from Engiand and sell them for less 
than they could be manufaetured for here, 





MANY HORSES BURNED. 

The stables of the Mutual Benefit Ice 
Company, at 425 West Thirteenth-street, were 
burned out early yesterday morning, and 34 
horses perished in the flames. The building was 
formerly an iron foundry, @ one-story brick 
structure 50 feet long and 75 feet deep. Itisin 


the rear of a row of tenement houses. At the 
south end of the stable building was the feed 
room, @ two-story brick structure filled with 
feed, hay, and straw. There were 47 horses in 
the stable when the fire broke out early yester- 
day morning. According to the statement of 
the watchman in charge of the stable, the fire 
was caused by a kerosene lamp falling froma 
bracket in the feed room and exploding. This 
was shortly after 2 o’clock in the morning, and 
In &@ moment the feed room was ablaze. The 
flames spread inte the stables, and the watch- 
man and his assistant made great 
ettorts to save the _ horses, They cut 
the halters of those they could reach 
and in this way 13 horses were gotten eut of 
the stables, when the flames had made such 
progress that the men were compelled to aban- 
don the reat of the animals to their fate. One 
of the 13 horses taken out of the building was 
80 badly burned that a policeman shot him. Two 
alarms brought a large force of engines and 
firemen to the scene of the tire. The land en- 
gines were supplemented by two owerful 
streains from the flre steamer Zophar Mills, and 
the flames were drowned, but nut before the en- 
tire building was gutted avd ita contents de- 
atroyed. The carcasses of the 34 horses were 
found in the stable. 

The occupants of the tenement houses, along 
the rear of which the stable extended, were 
greatly frightened, but the houses were not 
injured. The loss to the Mutual Benefit Iee 
Company is estimated at $10,000, which is tully 
covered by insurance, he carcasses of the 
barned horses were being removed last night 
by the offal contractors. 





TO BE BURIED TO-DAY. 

The body of the playwright, Bartley 
Campbell, was brought to thie city yesterday 
morning and placed in thecare of James J. 
Slevin, the undertaker of the Actors’ Fund. 
They remained there until last evening, when 
they were expressed to his late home, in Pitts- 
burg, Penn., where the funeral services will be 
held to-day. The body was aecompanied by 
Mrs. Campbell and her two sons, and will be 
buried in a vault whieh Mr. Campbell purchased 
befere his attack of sickness. All the arrange- 
ments for the funeral were left in charge of the 
Actors’ Fund and will be carried out in accord- 
ance with the wishes of his widow. 





FIGHTING AGAINST REMOVAL. 
Joseph Keegan and William J. O’Conaor, the 
firemen who were removed for robbery at the fire in 
the Century Building July 7 secured yesterday a 
writ of certiorari to have the action ofthe Fire Com- 


missioners reviewed by the General Term of the 
Supreme Court. They allege through their coun-

BAKING 
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CLOBBED AT BOWERY BAY. 


CHARGED WITH INCITING RIOT WHILE 
CARRYING A BABY, 

The case of Arnold Leitner, a dealer in 
cigars at 608 Third-avenue, against Capt. John 
Corrigan, who is at the head of the police force 
at Bowery Bay Beach, came up yesterday for a 
hearing before Justiee Emanuel Brandon, at 
Winfiela, Long Island.. Mr. Leitner tried to 
prove that Capt. Corrigan had used his olub on 
him at Bowery Bay on June 24, under circum- 
stances that made him accountable to the Grand 
Jury of Queens County for assault in the second 
degree. Capt. Corrigan brought into court with 
him a squad of officers from his precinct, and 
the complainant produced a number of persons 
who witnessed parts of the encounter. 

It appeared without dispute that Mr. Leitner, 
‘with his wife and two children, one an infant, 


went down to the pier. at Bowery Bay Beach 
#bout 8 o’clock on the night of June 24. A beat 
lay there and Mr. Leitner found himself in some 
way in the front of acrow4d that was rushing to 
get aboard. According to his — he had the 
baby in his arms and the other shild clung to 
the skirt of his eoat. When the officers formed 
a barricade against the crowd he says he im- 
plered the officer who was pushing him to be 
careful, a8 the baby was very sick. Th6 next he 
knew a club came down on his head, some one 
caught him by the neck, and,stunned and bleed- 
ing, he was dragged along while clubs pounded 
him from all all sides as though he were a wild 
animal. When he recovered his senses his wife 
had the baby. He did not know whether he fell 
onitornot. Within a fortnight the baby died, 
and the Coroner’s jury found that its death was 
traceable to shock and pressure. Mr. Leitner 
had a scalp wound, which had to be sewed Ae Ay 
surgeon. @ was not sure who clubbed him, 
but his witnesses saw Capt. Corrigan do it. 

Capt. Corrigan and all his officers swore that 
Mr. Leitner forced himself against their orders 
past the gate and caught Capt. Corrigan by the 
throat. Then he was clubbed, they admitted. 
Leitner’s witnesses corroborated his story, 
and Justice Brandon set Aug. 20 to hear the 
lawyers sum up. Corrigan’s lawyer, Foster, 
then offered acomplaintin his elient’s name, 
charging Mr. Leitner with inciting a riot. The 
Justice said he would hear the summing up and 
begin the new case the same day. Meanwhile 
Mr. Leitner will be nominally in the custody of 
his Gounsel,

Decision in the case was 
reserved by Judge O’Brien. 
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MR. STICKLER MEETS A BEAR, 


AND AFTER A CLOSE FIGHT HE IS SAVED 
BY HIs DOG. 

KinesTon, N. Y., July 31.—A Philadel- 
phian named Stickler spends several weeks 
every year in the Catskill Mountains. He hada 
an exciting adventure on Monday. Leaving 
his eool retreat, which nestles ameng tall pines 
in a picturesque valley, Stickler started on @ 
tramp soon after daybreak in company with a 
Scotch terrier dog and a deuble-barreled gun. 
Making his way through tangied underbrush 
and dense thiekets Mr. Stickler struck a path 


leading to the Hotel Kaaterskill, where he 
stopped a short time and chatted with a couple 
of Philadelphia friends who indulged 
in numberless good-natured jeats regard- 
ing the hunting proclivities of  Stickler. 
The iatter accepted the bantering § in 
good part,: but remarked on parting with his 
friends that it was just possible he “ might bag 
@ bear or two and other game besides.” Fol- 
lowed by hearty peals of laughter Stickler start- 
ed on his day’s tramp, keeping a sharp lookoat 
for game. Mr. Stickler has always prided him- 
self on his intimate knowledge and close ac- 
quaintance with every inch of Rip Van Winkle’s 
old hills, but for once he lost his way and wan- 
dered into an unknown country. His little dog, 
which had kept close at its master’s heels, ran 
several yards ahead and began to bark and run 
back and forth, Advancing cautiously, and 
looking through the bushes, Mr. Stickler saw 
two cub bears playing in an open spaee near 
four tall trees. heir antics for a moment 
amused Stickler, but the dog’s continued bark- 
ing frightened the young bruins, and the larger 
of the two ran toward the hunter’s hiding place. 
Stickler fired hurriedly without taking careful 
aim, and the little animal set up a cry that 
could be heard for miles and miles, 

The plaintive sounds of the wounded cub 
were heard by the old mother bear, which had 
been feeding on berries in an adjoining thicket. 
She came tearing through the bushes to where 
her offspring lay wounded and bleeding. Paus- 
ing only a moment to lick the wounds, the 
ugiy-looking brute growled ominously and 
made for the spot where Stickler was partly 
concealed behind a huge trunk of an old tree 
that had been denuded of its branches. Near 
by a decayed log rested in such a position that 
& small animal could pass under. This latter 
proved a fortunate circumstance, as Stickler’s 
life was,in all probability, saved by 1t As 
Bruin —— the hunter raised his gua 
and took oareful aim. The charge hit the 
bear near the shoulder, inflicting a painful but 
not fatal wound. In the excitement of firing at 
the mother bear Stickler had neglected to re- 
load the other barrel, and his weapon was now 
useless so far as powder and shot were con- 
cerned, and the ugly brute, which was covered 
with gore, was close upon him. The little 
terrier, nearly dead with fright, had concealed 
itself under the decayed log, and as Bruin 
raised up on the tree trunk to embrace Stickler 
the dog cunningly darted out its head and bit 
viciously at the bear’s hind: legs. The brute’s 
attention was distracted for a moment, and 
when she again made for the hunter he gave her 
a resounding whack with the butt end of his gun, 
which Bruin did not seem to mind in the least. 
Again the log was mounted by the brute, and 
again the little dog repeated its part of the per- 
formance. Inthe meantime Stickler managed 
to reload one barrel of his gun, and when the 
enraged animal turned again he let him have it 
full blast. Realizing it was life or death, Stiok- 
ler followed up the discharge by a neavy blow 
from a stout stick that he had picked up, but, 
simultaneous with his blow, the bear raised her 
forepaw and struck her assailant so violenta 
blow on the breast that he fell to tne ground un- 
conscious. 

When Mr. Stickler opened his eyes some time 
later the careass of a good-sized bear lay near 
him. The last shot fired had entered the open 
mouth of the brute and cut the tongue nearly 
off at the reot. The wounded cub and its com- 
panion had disappeared and left no trace what- 
ever behind. The dead‘ bear was emaciated to 
a great degree, and its hide was partly soaked 
with its own blood. Mr. Stickler declares that 
the Scotch terrier saved his life. 





FORTY-NINES SQUABBLE IN OOURT. 

Argument was made before Judge O’Brien, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, on the 
application of Miehael Breslin, Treasurer of 
District Assembly No. 49, Knights of Labor, for an 


injunction to restrain James E. Quinn from act- 
ing as Master Workman of the assembly and to 
compel him to turn over the books and records 
of the assembly. Gen. Roger A. Pryor appeared 
for Quinn, and claimed that he was yet rightfully 
the Master Workman and that the court that 
had suspended him had been illegal. He also 
argued that the proper steps to take by the 
District Assembly were quo warranto proceed- 
ings. Adolph L. Sanger, for the assembly, stated 
the facts concerning Mr. Quinn and his unlaw- 
ful possession of the books of the organization. 
After listening tothe legal questions for an hour, 
Judge O’Brien reserved his decision. 

Janitor Nolan of Pythagoras Hall, one of 
Quinn’s right-hand men, went to the Essex 
Market Police Court yesterday afternoon and 
asked fora warrant for William McNair. He 
said that McNair took the lock off the main door 
of ‘the hall, as he found to his disgust, when he 
attempted to close up the building at 11 o’oclock 
last night. Justice Gorman issued a summons 
for McNair’s appearance in court to-morrow 
morning. 

Master Workman Quinn of District Assembly 
No. 49 has preferred charges against the Board 
of Trustees and Court of the District to the 
General Executive Board that meets in Phila- 
Adelphia on Aug. 13. He has also appealed from 
the last decree of suspension that the court 
issued against him. The General Executive 
Board sustained him in his last struggle with 
the District Court and will probably sustain him 
in the present one, 


SUDDENLY LEAVING HIS HOME. 

CINCINNATI, July 31.—The Enquirer this 
morning says that last Saturday morning as 
Frank Mott left his house he shocked his wife 
by bidding her good-bye, saying she would prob- 
ably not see him again, and that if she needed 
money, to go to the building association. He 
gave no Other explanation and went away. He 
has not beer seen or heard from by his friends 
since. He has been confidential bookkeeper for 
the firm of Daniel Stone & Co. for years. On 
his desk was anote saying that if his booxs 
were wrong his father would make up the de- 
flolency. It is net yet known that he is a de- 
faulter. There has been nothing toe indicate it, 
and the cause of his action is a mystery.
